The Philippine civil government bill 
Is another measure of far-reaching im­ 
portance. extending to our remote pos­ 
session a national government, togeth­ 
er with coinage, currency, banking, 
corporation, timber 
and 
homestead 
laws. 


Among the other important general 
laws enacted arc those repealing the 
war revenue taxes; 
extending 
and 
malting more effective the Chinese ex­ 
clusion laws; establishing a tariff for 
goods to and from the Philippines; ex­ 
tending the charter of national banks 
for twenty years; establishing a per­ 
manent census office; restricting the 
sale of oleomargarine by placing a 
high tax on imitation butter; provid­ 
ing a consular and diplomatic service 
for Cuba; establishing an extensive 
system by which the government will 
aid In the irrigation of the arid sec­ 
tions of the west. 


The repeal of the war revenue taxes 
reduced taxation $73,300.000. and is 
said to be the largest single reduction 
of taxation ever made in this coun­ 
try. By this step the last of the taxes 
imposed at the beginning of our war 
with Spain are wiped put. The Philip­ 
pine tariff act imposls 7r> per cent, 
of the Dingley tariff rates on articles 
coming from the Philippines to the 
United States, and alao im port, on 
articles entering the Philippines from 
the United States the rates of duties 
established by the Philippine commis­ 
sion.

"The senate further recedes from 
its disagreement to the provisions of 
the house bill relating to public lands, 
and agrees to an amendment requir­ 
ing the amount of land to be held by 
corporations from 2,000 hectares to 
1,024 hectares.

“The report agrees upon the pro­ 
vision for subsidiary coins and minor 
coins, the names being those of the 
house bill and subsequently as pro­ 
vided in the house bill. 


"The provisions relating to banks 
are eliminated from the bill. 


“The bill contains the legislative 
limitations and bill of rights com­ 
plete, as in the house bill. 


“The mining provisions of the bill 
are a combination of the provisions of 
the mining features of the two bills. 


‘‘Otherwise, the bill reported does 
not substantially differ from the one 
as passed by the house.” 


Mr. Cooper explained that differ­ 
ences upon the 
coinage 
provisions 
were difficult of adjustment and final­ 
ly resulted in dropping both house and 
senate provisions. 
Speaking of the 
provisions for the disposition of the 
public lands, he expressed the opin­ 
ion that they were satisfactory and 
under them it would be absolutely im­ 
possible to exploit the islands. 


The language of the legislature pro­ 
vision, he said, would make the elec­ 
tion of a legislature mandatory as soon 
as the conditions were fulfilled. 


Mr. Jones of Virginia, the ranking 
minority member of tho insular com­ 
mittee, declared that this statement 
did not cover one-tenth of the changes 
made. Yet, he said, the house was ex­ 
pected in an hour to vote on the re­ 
port. There was, he Insisted, no need 
for any urgent haste. He expressed 
the opinion that 
the 
substitute as 
agreed to by the conferees was an 
improvement over both bills 


Mr. Jones criticised the public land 
provisions, saying the Philippine com­ 
mission would have the power to sell 
or dispose of the public lands before 
rules and regulations were promul­ 
gated. He also criticised the legisla­ 


tive provision as agreed to by the con­ 
ferees. Under it. he declared, no man 
could tell when a popular assemblage 
would be created. 


Mr. Williams of Illinois said if the 
administration proceed in good faith 
it would Be five years before there 
would be a popular assemblage in the 
islands. In the meantime all the fran­ 
chises and public lands in the islands 
could be disposed of. 


Mr. De Armond of Missouri said the 
English system had been adopted and 
| was to supplant the American system 
in our colonies beyond the seas. The 
other side was in a hurry to afford 
opportunity for corporations and syn­ 
dicates to exploit the islands, to pre­ 
pare civil government, not for the Fili­ 
pinos, but. for the American exploit­ 
ers. 


Mr. Gillett of Massachusetts said 
he was willing to state that he hoped 
in 20 years the Filipinos would be 
capable of self-government 
and 
de­ 
sire 
independence, and 
that 
inde­ 
pendence would be accorded them. 


The conference report was adopted, 
149 to 92, by a strict party vote, ex­ 
cept that Mr. McCall of Massachu­ 
setts voted with the Democrats. 


At 5:35 the house took a recess un­ 
til 8 p. m.

Washington, June 30. —Senator Bailey 
of Texas, assaulted Senator Beveridge 
of Indiana tonight just after the senate 
had adjourned from executive session. 
The Texan senator was dragged away 
and separated from his opponent by 
some of those about the senate. He 
was very angry and threatened severe 
harm to the Indiana senator. 


The episode was the result of a heated 
controversy 
which 
the two senators 
had during the afternoon, when Senator 
Beveridge had said that Senator Bailey 
had made an “unwarranted attack’' on 
Solicitor Penfield of the state depart­ 
ment. Tn 
executive 
session 
Senator 
Beveridge, ilKe other senators 
who 
smoke, lighted a cigar and took a seat 
on the Republican side. He was still 
sitting 
there 
when 
the senate ad­ 
journed. Senator Bailey crossed the 
aisle and walked through the seats' un­ 
til he was facing Mr. Beveridge. 


“Beveridge," he said. “I don't want 
to have any trouble with you, but I 
want 
you 
to withdraw those words 
which charge me with making an un­ 
warranted attack upon Penfield." 


“I did not intend to insult you,'' re­ 
plied Senator Beveridge, “and there is 
nothing in my language that you could 
consider offensive." 


“I don’t allow anyone to say that I 
libel a man, and that is what you do 
in making the charge. 
Now, if you 
won’t withdraw the words when I ask 
you, I'm going to make you withdraw 
them." 


Senator Bailey 
had 
been 
getting 
angrier and more excited as he talked. 
He had been sitting dowrn part of the 
time, leaning against the desk imme­ 
diately in front of Senator Beveridge. 
The latter, In reply to SenatorBailey's 
last remark, still remaining in his chair, 
said: 


“I repeat that I do not Intend to in­ 
sult you and that I have nothing to 
retract.” 


As the words were uttered Senator 
Bailey 
threw 
himself 
upon Senator 
Beveridge, who is a man hardly up to 
the average in physique and seized him 
by the throat with both hands. The 
rush was so sudden and tierce that the 
chair in which Mr. Beveridge was sit­ 
ting was pushed back against a. desk 
and the desk toppled over. Before the 
assault could go any further, senators 
who had been seated near had moved 
up between the desks. Senator Hans- 
bro of North Dakota, seized Senator 
Bailey by one arm, and Senator Spooner 
seized the other. The Texas senator is 
a powerful man. and ft was with great 
difficulty that the two senators were 
able to drag him away from Senator 
Beveridge, and when they succeeded a 
part of the Indiana senator’s neckwear 
was ripped away in the vigorous grasp 
of Senator Bailey. 


Senator Bacon of Georgia, and Barney 
Layton, 
assistant 
door-keeper, came 
quickly forward and assisted in pulling 
the TexaB senator further away. Sena­ 
tor Bailey meanwhile struggling to get 
free and lunging toward Senator Bev­ 
eridge. As he was removed a little dis­ 
tance, he was heard to utter something 
that sounded like a threat about killing. 
Without further 
effort, however, 
he 
matter with the Texas senator, urging 
him to apologize and if possible fix it 
up at once, but Senator Bailey refused 
all such proffers, declaring that Senator 
Beveridge had insulted him in the sen­ 
ate and that he had taken the only 
course, as the Indiana senator had re­ 
fused to withdraw' his remarks. 
* 


Senator Beveridge remained in th» 
chamber for some little time and con­ 
tinued to smoke his cigar. 
He re­ 
marked to those who had spoken to 
him on 
the subject that it 
did not 
amount to anything. He did not intend 
to resent the attack made upon him. 
In fact, the whole thing was over in a 
very brief Interval, before much re­ 
sistance could have been offered. 


Mr. Beveridge was asked tonight if 
he had any statement to make regard­ 
ing the assault committed on him by 
Mr. Bailey, he expressed great regret 
over what had occurred and said he 
had no personal resentment over tho 
matter. 
The 
conversation 
between 
them Immediately before the trouble 
Mr. Beveridge said, was substantially 
the same as that which had occurred in 
the senate chamber regarding the at­ 
tack on Judge Penfield, who ia an In­ 
diana man, except that on his (fieve- 
ridge’s) part It was much milder in 
tone. Mr. Beveridge said that he was 
not excited, but remained cool and col­ 
lected and expressed to Mr. Balioy his 
wish that their relations might con­ 
tinue agreeable. 


Mr, Beveridge denied that 
he had 
been choked by Mr. Bailey. According 
to his version, the Texas senator hart 
made a lunge at him, but his arm was 


caught by Senator Spooner before tlii* 
threatened blow landed.

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HOUSE SESSION. 


By Associated Press. 


Washington, July 1.—Amid a scene of 
enthusiasm that has not been paralleled 
since the exciting and stirring days of 
the Spanish war. Speaker Henderson at 
5:30 this afternoon, declared the house 
of representatives adjourned 
without 
delay. 
In doing so he said that no 
house of representatives since the adop­ 
tion of the Constitution had done as 
much work as this one. The audience 
to which he made his brief address was 
a brilliant 
one. 
The 
galleries 
were 
banked to the doors, and almost two- 
thirds of the members were in their 
seats on the floor. 
The speaker’s ap­ 
preciative words to the members on 
thanking them for their co-operation 
during the session had touched a re­ 
sponsive chord, and they gave him a 
remarkable demonstration 
of 
their 
friendship and good will. 
While the 
cheering and applause 
were 
still In 
progress the members on the floor be­ 
gan singing “My Country ’Tis of Thee.” 
It was taken up by the correspondents 
in the press gallery over the speaker's 
chair and by the spectators in the sur­ 
rounding galleries, and soon the vast 
hall was ringing with the swelling chor­ 
us. Other patriotic airs followed as the 
members exchanged farewell. “The Star 
Spangled 
Banner,” 
alternating with 
“Dixie." 
. The speaker came down from his ros­ 
trum, his appearance on the floor being 
greeted with “For He’s a Jolly Good 
Fellow\” and a perfect rush of members 
to grasp his hand. Standing In the area 
in front of the clerk’s desk, he, too, 
joined in the songs, and there was a 
wild scene when General Hooker of 
Mississippi, an old one-armed confed­ 
erate veteran, took his place by the side 
of the speaker and together they sang 
“Dixie." 


Mr. Chandler, a Mississippi Democrat, 
jumped upon a desk and let out a yell 
of jubilation that fairly shook the raf­ 
ters. For almost half an hour the jubi­ 
lation continued. All this time the spec­ 
tators remained standing in the gal­ 
leries watching the aruma,ted scene be­ 
low, and joining in the singing. 


The adjournment came at the end of 
a seven and a half hour’s session, during 
which much minor business was trans­ 
acted. 
In all 70 bills and resolutions 
were passed. The general good feeling 
In the house had been heightened by 
the victory won over the senate on the 
item in the naval appropriation bill for 
the building of a battleship in a govern­ 
ment yard. 


The closing hour was occupied with a 
spirited debate between Mr. Cousins of 
Iowa, and Mr. Richardson, the Demo­ 
cratic leader, over the report on the in­ 
vestigating Into the charges made by 
Captain Christmas concerning the sale 
of the Danish West Indies. Mr. Cous­ 
ins ridiculed Mr. Richardson for bring­ 
ing the matter to the attention of con­ 
gress. The latter defended his course.

THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY AND MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP 
OF PUBLIC UTILITIES. 


L 


AST Sunday morning the Gazette editorially contained the following statement: 


Dnring the past 10 years the Democratic and Populist parties in Colorado have each year reiter­ 
ated their demands lor 
municipal ownership ot public utilities' and dnring that time there has 
been but. one legislature which they did not absolutely control by an overwhelming; majority, yet no 
constitutional amendment has ever been offered to the people of Colorado making It possible for the 
various cities of the state to acquire government ownership of such utilities. 


Those parties each year solemnly renewed their pledges to the people and each year they Just as 
solemnly violated those pledges." 


Wednesday mornings Rocky Mountain News quotes the portion of the Gazette editorial republished above, 
and then says: 


- 
1 l*e Rush home rule amendment, which will be voted on this fall, does precisely that very thing. 


It gives to every city in the state the right to make its own charter and the power to purchase or eon- 
d^inn all public utilities or to build them, and to operate them nr lease them or do whatsoever it will 
with them. 
The amendment proposes to equip every city in Colorado with absolute power to acquire 
ownership and control of such utilities. 
I lie Hush bill, referred to by the News, undertakes to add a new article, "Article XX, City and County 
D en \ei. 
to the constitution of the state, and that amendment will be voted on by the people of Colorado this fall. 


The entire amendment has eight very complete sections covering every conceivable form of a government 
)oi the 
City and County of Denver.’ and in only one section, section ti. does the Rush bill refer to outside 
cities. 


Section ti of the Rush bill provides as follows: 
Cities of the first and second class in this state are hereby empowered to propose for submission to 
a vote of the qualified electors proposals for charter conventions and to hold the same, and to amend 
any such charter, with the same force and in the same manner and have the same power, as near as 
may be. as set out in section four (■!) and five !•>) hereof, with full power as to real and personal property 
and public utilities, works or ways, as set out in section one i I i of this amendment." 
It must be borne in mint! that the legislature of l!)ui was the last of four legislatures which the Democrats 
Bud Populists jointly controlled, and yet in every campaign since 1S92 both of these parties have ppeclflcallr 
declared in their state and local platforms in favor of municipal ownership of public utilities. 


It now appears trom the leading Democratic organ of the state that their method of fulfilling this promise 
was by section 
of the Rush bill, not a word or sentence of which is germane to the title or subject matter of the 
constitutional amendment, and which is so imperfect in construction, meaning and sense, that every court 
In the state would be bound to declare against any city outside of Denver that might undertake to acquire public 
utilities or to adopt a charter or to perform any other act under section •>. 


It would have been an easy matter for anyone of these Democratic-Populist legislatures to have submitted 
a clear, dean-cut amendment to the constitution, remn-nng the limit of indebtedness of any city of the state tor 
the purpose of acquiring or erecting light plants, tramway plants or other public utilities. 


The constitution already provides that there shall be no limit of indebtedness for the purpose of acquiring 
or erecting water plants or water works, and the same section of the constitution could have been amended by 
the insertion of a dozen words so as to have made it applicable to every public utility and to e v e r y city and town 
In the state without leaving the matter subject to uncertainty and attack in the courts. 


During the iast 10 years there has never been a legislature when such an amendment has not been offered to 
the provision of the constitution vesting cities and towns with the power to acquire water works, whatever limit 
of Indebtedness may be necessary, to also acquire other public utilities, whatever the indebtedness may be. 
and during the past lo years there has not been a Demo -ratic-Populist legislature which has not defeated the 
submission to a vote of the people such a constitutional amendment. 


So far as the Rush bill is applicable to the city of Denver, it has many very wholesome provisions, but those 
provisions cannot be made applicable by any established rule of construction to outside cities and towns under 
the loosely drav. n provision of section B of such bill. 


Denver's experiences with its water bonds, sold for the purpose of erecting a municipal water plant, should 
have been a sufficient, example to have warned the legislature against loosely drawn provisions of either statute 
laws or constitutional amendments, which undertake to d al with such large and important 
questions 
as 
the 
public ownership mi' 1 ho public utilities of cities, and towns. 


Five years ago Denver voted S4.Ono.000 for the erection or purchase of a water system on the part of the 
city itself. 


The constitution upon the question of indebtedness for water works is most clear and precise, and yet the 
courts Invalidated the bond issue lor that purpose, for the reason that the city council bad not PRECISELY 
foiiuwed the p/u visions of the constitution in submitting the matter to <t VoU- of the people. 


Thus It will be seen how perfectly absurd it would be for any city in the state outside of Denver to undertake 
to act under the maimed, disjointed, illogical and deary illegal provisions of section ti of the Rush bill. 


Section t> was undoubtedly inserted for the purpose of making the bill more acceptable to the state outside 
of the city of Denver, but absurdities never do any person, party or measure, the slightest good, and if the Rush 
bill carries at the coming election, it will be on account of its merits as applied to the city of Denver, and 
because iht- state desires the polities of Denver eliminated from the politics of the state. 


Whatever the merits of the Rush bill may be with reference to the government of the city of Denver, and it 
undoubtedly has much merit in that behalf, its advocates will only weaken its cause by undertaking to make 
the other ( i'i"s and tywns of the state believe that they can expect the slightest benefit from the provisions of 
the bill.

i,n intention in this article of going into the merits of the Rush bill, the title of which clearly 


expresses its purpose, the "City and County of Denver." 
There will he time enough to discuss that measure in 
detail as applied to the "City and County of Denver" some time in the future. 


But tic fa. t remains, as the Gazette asserted on Sunday morning, that for 10 years past the Democratic and 
Populist parties have controlled < verv legislature except one by an overwhelming majority, and in each cam­ 
paign one of i he < ardinal principles of their platforms has been the "municipal ownership of public utilities.” 
r id the ot her facr remains that no session of any of these legislatures have those parties submitted to a vote 
of the peopic of the state any constitutional amendment making it possible for the cities and towns of the state 
to acquire municipal ownership of public utilities. 


This kind of legislation can easily be enacted by an amendment to Section S of Article XI of the Constitu­ 
tion, entitled "Public Indebtedness." and such an amendment would apply to every city and town in the state, 
Denver included, and there is ? serious question whether the Rush hill legally amends this section of the con- 
ttitution relating to '‘Public Indebtedness" even in so far as it is applicable to Denver. 


It in quite certain it does not legally amend such section so far as outside cities and towns are concerned. 


WH4T CONGRESS HAS DONE. 


T 


HE Republican party has a hold on the people of 
this country that it will take many years to dis­ 
turb, and there is a very good reason for it. The 
American voters are business men and they ap­ 
preciate business qualities whether it be in an individual 
or In a party. 
Tho democracy come.s sometimes with 
spccious arguments, but the best answer is usually thai, 
given by veteran Congressman Cannon the other day 
when he taunted XIr. Richardson with the fact that the 
Democratic party ten years ago under Cleveland had full 
power, and yet it was unable to enact any legislation of 
a permanant character. 


In striking contrast to this la the record of the Re­ 
publican party in the. Fifty-seventh congress, now about 
to adjourn. It is doubtful if any other congress in a time 
of peace has ever enacted more 
legislation in seven 
months time that will be so far reaching in its effects. 


Chief among the measures is the enactment of the 
Isthmian canal bill. 
It carries the largest appropriation 
ever made by congress outside of war appropriations. 
This canal has been ft matter that has been before many 
congresses, and is a thing that the people have been de 
mandlng for a quarter of a ccntnrj. 


A measure of vast importance to the west, and one 
tha*. has long been agitated, Is the establishing of an 
exteoelve system by which the government will aid in 
Irrigation of arid sections in the west. 
This is a meas­ 
ure the end of which no living man is likely to see, al 
though many will live to appreciate the great wisdom 
that diotated it. 
It means reclaiming to the uses of man 
a vast empire that will return a hundred fold of what 
it will cost. 


Another measure of far reaching importance is the 
extension of the charters of the national banks for twenty 
years. That the banking business is not entirely satisfac­ 
tory almost everyone believes, but the national banks 
form the best system the country has yet had, and it would 
have been very unbusiness like and very democratic to 
have disturbed them at this time 


A very great part of the labor of congress has been 
in regulating affairs that are a direct outgrowth of the 
war with Spain, and In this congress has been as busi­ 
n esslik e and successful as in other directions. 
A bill 
establishing a complete government for the Philippine 
islands was enacted.

A bill has been adopted putting a heavy tas on nr- 
tifida! butter, thus showing that congress is trying ty 
grard tho health of the people. 


There were other important matters that receive^ 
much attention, some of the bills being adopted by one 
or the o t h e r of the houses, 
rndoubtedly some cf thesi^ 
measures should have become laws, such as the terr%. 
torial bill, which created three new states, and the ship, 
subsidy bill. 


When one is familiar with the workings of legisla: 
th e bodies the surprise is tnat so much could have been 
accomplished in one session. 
There will be a short Ses­ 
sion this winter after the elections are over when many 
of the matters that failed will again be taken up. 


The Democrats are quite welcome to any comfort 
they may get iu the congressional campaign this fall 
through criticism of the present congress. 


Henry Watterson has issued a statement in which he 
says that he did not mean anything personal against Mr. 
Cleveland in the drubbing he gave him. 
He thinks Mr. 
Cleveland a fine fellow, and proves it In the following 
manner:

THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS. 


I 


T IS a singular fact that we often precipitate the very thing we have 
most earnestly sought to guard against. The original constitution of the 
state of Colorado ends with theBe words: 


‘‘But the general assembly shall have no power to propose amend­ 
ments to more than one article of this constitution at the same session. 


The intention was to prevent hasty changes in the constitution, while 
malting it possible to modify and adapt it as time passed by. 
But the limit 
was too narrow. 
When two or three members had amendments pending of 
almoBt equal importance, each one feeling that his was paramount, the ie- 
suit was that no one would give way, and no amendment would be submitted. 
In the course of 25 years the old constitution was no longer adequate to 
the changed conditions, and to prevent the expense of a constitutional oonven- 
tion, and yet leave* a little more leeway, what was known as the I a>loi 
amendment was submitted to the people and adopted by them at the last 
general election. 
This amendment permits the amendment of six articles 
to the constitution, and therefore instead of permitting merely six amend­ 
ments as some persons believe, it might be possible to submit twice or thiee 
times that number, so long as they all amended different sections of no 
more than six articles, 
it seems probable, at this time, that this latitude is 
almost as much too wide as the one amendment was too narrow, and much 
fault was found with it at both the regular and special sessions, it. being said 
that if it was almost impossible to get an intelligent vote on one amendment 
it would be even more difficult to get it on half a dozen. 
In support of this 
pessimistic view- the fact was pointed out that the Taylor amendment itself, 
which was generally approved of, received only about 12 per cent of the \ote 
cast. 


But this proves too much. 
It should be remembered in the first place, 
that there was no opposition to the Taylor amendment, and it involved nothing 
that left room for much discussion, for no legislature need feel called upon 
to submit the full quota of amendments, and it is entirely probable that this 
may not be done again. Again, it is entirely within the scope of the probable 
that the Taylor bill which was framed to obviate the constitutional conven­ 
tion may result in such a convention being called within the next decade bj 
showing tho number of shortcomings in the constitution, and by enough con­ 
flicting legislation so that*the constitution will no longer be a coherent whole. 


In any event, we might, as well face the fact that for several elections to 
come we shall be obliged to pay some attention to tho amendments pending, 
and make educational campaigns for or against them. 
This may be some 
trouble, but as a result the people of the state will become better acquainted 
with both the organic and statutory law than e v e r before, and this is a very 
great gain. 


It Is the purpose of the Gazette to put, these amendments before its 
readers without partisan bias, setting forth as directly as possible what 
the amendment is expected to do, and possibly the advantages claimed for 
it and the faults found with it. 


As these amendments will be the storm centers of this fall s campaign 
it is necessary to know what they are, and it is well to look at them impar 
tially and without any of the feeling that is unfortunately a part of all po­ 
litical activity. 
There is a disposition in some quarters to cavil at anything 
and everything done hv the last legislature, and this spirit of opposition may 
lead some thoughtless persons to vote against measures they do not really 
oppose at heart, led away by the mistaken sneer, "Can any good come out 
of Nazareth?" Later on the Gazette will take sides on some of these questions. 
For the present it will he content to state the case. 


T H E EIGHT-HO UR A M E N D M E N T . 


The Twelfth general assembly passed a bill providing for an eight- 
hour working day for certain classes of labor, notably the smelter men. 
Shortly after the adjournment of the legislature the men employed iu the 
smelters asked that the eight-hour day be adopted as schedule time there­ 
after. 
The employers refused, and the smelter strike, which is recent his­ 
tory. ensued. 
The bill was taken into the courts and there declared uncon­ 
stitutional. 


Believing that under the constitution no such law could be framed, Sen 
ator Frank Moore of Fremont county introduced a constitutional amendment 
making special provision by an added section to article five covering this 
point. 
The section Is mandatory, and proposes that the legislature shall 
enact a law regulating the working hours in certain eases, and provide pen 
alties for violation of the act. The proposed section reads: 


"Section 2SA. 
The general assembly shall provide by law. and shall 
prescribe suitable penalties for the violation thereof, for a period of em­ 
ployment not to exceed eight hours within any 24 hours (except in cases of 
emergency where life or property is in imminent danger), for persons em- 
ployed in underground mines or other underground workings, blast furnaces, 
smelters, and any ore reduction works or other branch of industry or labor 
that the general assembly may consider injurious or dangerous to health, 
life or limb." 


It should bo remembered that it is hardly correct to speak of this amend­ 
ment as “the eight-hour law," as is frequently done. 
It does not create a 
law. but merely makes such a iaw possible, and all the details of framing 
such a statute are left to the next or some ensuing legislature, if the Four­ 
teenth should not succeed in passing such a bill. 


It is also important to take into consideration the fact that such limita­ 
tion of labor must apply only to occupations that, are "injurious or dangerous 
to health, life or limb." and newspaper men and lawyers and doctors and 
housekeepers and seamstresses will be permitted to go right on working 20 
hours out of the 24 without let or hindrance. 


Utah has such a provision in her constitution, drawn as a result of hav­ 
ing watched labor difficulties in this and other older mining states. 


T H E A M E N D M E N T FOR F U LL CITIZEN SH IP , 


One of the six pending amendments to the constitution which is likely 
to be received with little opposition, especially from the Republican party, 
was proposed by Senator Barela, and amends artlclc VII. section one. 
At 
tho present time this article and section read as follows: 


"Section 1. 
Every male person over the age of 21 years, possessing the 
following qualifications, shall be entitled to vote at all elections: 


‘ First—He shall be a citizen of the United States, or, not being a cit­ 
izen of the United States, he shall have declared his intention, according to 
law, to become such citizen, not less than four months before he offers to 
vote. 


‘‘Second—He shall have resided in the state six months immediately 
preceding the election at which he offers to vote, and in the county, city, town, 
ward or precinct such time as may be prescribed by law: provided, that no 
person shall be denied the right to vote at any school district election, nor 


io hold any school district office, on account of sex." 


Senator Barela’s amendment substitutes the following: 
"Section 1. 
Every person over the age of 21 years, possessing the fol­ 
lowing qualifications, shall be entitled to vote at all elections; he or she 
shall be a citizen of the United States, and shall have resided in the state 
12 months immediately preceding the election at which he offers to vote, and 
in the county, city, town, ward or precinct such time as may be prescribed by 
law." 


In other w'ords. all voters must be fully naturalized citizens or born cit­ 
izens of the United States before they are to be permitted to cast their ballots 
in this state. 
At the present time in this state, and in several of the states 
of the union a man may land at Castle Garden the last of May, find his way 
to the state where he expects to remain over the next November, take out 
his first papers, a simple declaration of intention to become a citizen in July, 
and vote at the November election. 
Hundreds and thousands of foreigners 
never take out their full papers, because the first declaration admits them 
to the great privilege of citizenship, and they see no uecessity of going to 
any further expense. 


There is, of course, a difference of opinion as to restrictions on the bal­ 
lot. some holding that it should be hedged about by all sorts of safeguards, 
while others argue that the greatest possible freedom of the franchise is also 
a safeguard to the country, since the turbulent element among the foreigners 
finds a kind of safety-valve In the ballot box. 
Whatever one may believe as 
to this, it would seem as if the intention of this amendment was so plain 
that it could not be misconstrued. And yet, only a few days ago an agitator 
denounced this amendment as a conspiracy to disfranchise workingmen.

that It does is to require full citizenship of every voter.

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Y esterd ay w ill long b e rem em bered in m ining circles as the day 
w hen th e brokers w en t to C ripple Creek to exam ine the E lkton m ine, 
th e g u ests of th e E lk ton com pany. 
A bout 22 brokers w en t up in a 
sp ecia l train yesterd ay m orning, accom panied by E lkton stock holders, 
officers and som e w ho w ere not connected w ith the com pany or the 
exch an ge, but w ho w ere invited to exam ine th e m ine. 


T h e party w as augm ented at Cripple C reek by several new sp ap er 
co rresp on d en ts and local m ining m en, and the w hole party, num bering 
o v er 50 p erson s, then proceeded to the mine, w here a thorough ex a m i­ 
n ation w as m ade of the surface plant before lunch w as served . 
T he 
ex p ressio n s of surprise and approval over the surface equ ip m en t of 
th is great property w ere very general, and the lunch w hich w as set 
b efore th e party w as done h earty ju stice to. 


T h e exp ression s of surprise w hich w ere occasioned by th e sig h ts 
a b ove th e surface, how ever, w ere nothing to th ose elicited by th e 
underground show ing.

HOW THE PROPOSED LAW 


IS REGARDED IN THIS CITY. 


One of the m ost f a r-re a c h in g m in in g 
laws ever proposed in th e U nited S tates 
congress is the K e a r n s am en d m en t, p u b ­ 
lished 
in 
these 
colum ns 
y es te rd a y 
m orning. 
It provides th a t the locator 
of a claim , instead of being allowed 
to follow his veins dow n on th e ir dip, 
m u s t be confined to the g ro u n d b o u n d ­ 
ed by th e lines of his claim extended 
d o w n w a rd vertically; and th a t no one 
else can follow his veins dow n into his 
ground. 
This is dia m etrically opposed 
to the present law, and, alth o u g h it 
could 
no t 
affect 
cam ps alre a d y e s ­ 
tablished, it would m e an an entirely 
d ifferent practice 
in 
ca m p s 
located 
a fte r its passage, if it should be passed. 


R ealizing the im p ortan ce of the m e a s ­ 
ure, som e opinions were obtain ed on it 
y este rd ay from m en who h ave a p r a c ­ 
tical know ledge of m inin g affairs. P r e s ­ 
ident J. A. H a y e s of the F irs t N a ­ 
tional bank, w as ap proached, an d said; 


“While, of course, this proposed law 
could n o t chang e the situ atio n in es­ 
tablished m ining cam ps, it will h av e a 
g r e a t effect upon ca m p s w hich are lo­ 
cated s ub se q u en t to its passage. 
The 
chief effect of th e proposed law waflld 
be to do a w a y w ith a n im m ense am o u n t 
of litigation, an d I a m h eartily in f a ­ 
vor of it. 
I only wish th a t Cripple 
Creek could h av e been located u n d er 
a law which ten ds to s av e 'so m uch 
m oney to m in ers a n d stockholders." 


Mr. C. E. P alm er, the well know n m in ­ 
ing engineer, said: “ It is m uch th e sam e 
la%v now In operation in Mexico, where, 
so fa r as I h av e observed it, it Is a 
m o st s atisfa cto ry 
a rra n g e m e n t. 
B ut 
you m u s t rem em b er th a t in Mexico a 
prospector is alm o st un lim ited in the 
a m o u n t of g ro un d he m a y locate, and 
it seem s only ju s t th a t w here he is 
to be confined to vertical lines he should 
h ave the sam e privilege in this co un ­ 
try. 
Corporations, especially, should he 
allowed to locate large am o u n ts 
of 
land, or th ey would not w ant to go 
into a district a t all u n der the p ro­ 
posed law. 
Of course, it seem s h a rd on 
the locator of a vein that he cannot 
follow it down w herever it leads; b u t 
w h a t th e individual suffers, the d istrict 
as a w hole would gain, for the m e a s ­ 
ure would un doubtedly save a g reat 
am o u n t of litigation." 


In reg a rd to the size of a claim, it 
will be noticed th a t the bill does not 
limit its w idth, s tip u lating only th a t 
it shall not exceed 1,500 feet in length. 
The s a m e idea w hich is held by Mr. 
P a lm e r in regard to th e size of a claim, 
is ad v a n ced 
by 
A tto rn e y 
T. M. si 
R hett, w ho said; 
“ I th in k the w idth 
of lode claim s should be increased to 
600 feet an d th e locator should h ave 
the exclusive rig h t of possession a n d 
e n jo y m en t of all th e space w ithin his 
exterio r lines ex tended d o w nw a rd v e r ­ 
tically, an d th a t tunnel rig h ts -should 
be abolished. I deem no other changes 
advisable." 


The width of the claim under the 
proposed law is probably left unspeci­ 
fied in order to get opinions as to a 
desirable and just width. It would ob­ 


viously be u n f a ir th a t 
the 
p resen t 
width, 300 fee’t, should apply, because 
where veins dip a t a n y g r e a t angle,, the 
locator w ould lose it alm o st im m ed i­ 
ately a fte r h e located 
it, 
and, 
u n ­ 
less he a b a n d on ed his original location 
a t once, an d located a d join in g it. a n ­ 
other person w ould hav e the rig h t to 
reap the profit of his discovery. 


The bill is rep rin ted below from y es­ 
te rd a y ’s issue of th e G azette, th a t those 
who did not read it carefully m a y do 
so in th e light of th e com m en ts w hich 
h av e been m a d e on it:

KEARNS’ AMENDMENT

Follow ing is the text of an a m e n d ­ 
m ent to the n ational m ining laws r e ­ 
ported by Mr. K earn s in the United 
S tates sen ate J u n e 11. 
As will be seen, 
the cha n g e proposed is a most im p or­ 
ta n t 
am i 
f a r-re a c h in g one, providing 
th a t the locator of a claim shall have 
the exclusive right to veins within his 
lines 
extended 
d o w n w ard 
vertically. 
This would abolish the 
ex tra-lateral 
rig h ts in all claim s located subseq uen t 
to th e p assag e of the act; and do aw ay 
w ith a v ast am o u n t of p rotracted and 
expensive litigation which has resulted 
from the dispute of e x tra-lateral rights. 


The bill reads ns follows:

The scene of the wreck would be 
about the last place that anyone picking 
out. a dangerous place on the line 
"mild select. Culver siding is a mile 
above Cascade, where the track is 
straight for a considerable distance, 
where the grade is comparatively easy 
and where there is nothing whatever 
to obstruct the view. These facts, 
however, doubtless are in a measure

Relief Train Sent. 


Immediately after the 
wreck 
oc­ 
curred Conductor Ben 
Boynon. who 
resides in Colorado City, sent word 
to the company's offices there. 
A re­ 
lief train was made up and a hurry- 
up call for physicians and relief sup­ 
plies was sent out The company’s sur­ 
geons here made up the relief party 
and proceeded up the pass.

As soon as the news of the wreck 
reached this city there was consid­ 
erable excitement on the streets and 
many people awaited further tidings 
with fear, knowing that loved ones 
were on the train. 


A big crowd gathered at the ~anta 
Fe depot to meet the train bearing the 
injured to this city. It pulled in at 
1 : 2 0. and along with the injured pas­ 
sengers was a corps of 15 physicians 
and surgeons who had gone up to ren­ 
der what aid they could. The injured 
were moved to carriages and were 
taken to St. Francis hospital, where 
Dr. Pliny H. Perkins, the Midland sur­ 
geon in this city, took charge of them 
and was assisted in the operations 
and in the dressing of the injuries by 
a number of the physicians and sur­ 
geons of this city, Colorado City and 
Manitou, anti by Dr. Packard of Gil­ 
lett. 


Care of the Injured. 


Mary O'Rourke, a little girl 13 years 
of age, was the first to receive surgical 
attention, her condition being consid­ 
ered more serious than 
the others. 
She was riding with her m other in 
the second car, and when it turned 
over was thrown under one of the 
wheels. The flange of the wheel passed 
over her a r m .n e a r the shoulder and 
cut the arm completely off. The little 
"girl was brought down with the other 
injured passengers, but the arm did 
not come dov^n until later, it being 
sent along with the corpse of Mr. Eng­ 
lish. 


The stub of the arm had been tem ­ 
porarily dressed by Dr. Packard at 
the scene of the wreck, and at the 
hospital the surgeons redressed it. and 
completed the amputation done by the 
car wheel. Several cuts on her face 
also were dressed, and her physical 
comfort was cared for a s far as pos­ 
sible. It is believed th a t she was in­ 
jured internally, and the physicians 
did w hat they could to overcome the 
effects of these injuries. 


Miss Estelle Lewis, who is a well-

wounded, t h e eighth rib of her left 
side was broken and her right wrist 
was fractured. She also suffered in­ 
ternal injuries, the extent of which 
cannot be determined yet.

First Step Will Be Transfer of 


Authority From the Military 


to the Civil Officials. 


By Associated Frees. 


•Washington, July 2.—Chairman Coop- 


er, of-the house committee on insular 
affairs says steps will be taken at once 
to put the Philippine government act In 
operation. 
. "The first ste~p,"' said he today, "will 
be the complete transfer of authority 
from the military to the civil officials 
except In the Moro country, where there 
is some lingering disorder. The trans- 
fer will be accomplished by a procla- 
.mation from the president which it is 
understood will be issued on the Fourth 
of July. 


"Besides turning over the authority 
to the, civil officials, the change will 
permit a considerable reduction of the 
military force In the Islands, iiltlinuen 
orders already given contemplate a re- 
duction to 18,000 men. In 1900 we had 
iO,000 .men In the Philippines, KO that 
we soon will have reduced the force by 
52,000. offlcR'.-s and men, «nd the trans- 
fer of authority under olie act doubt- 
less will lead to a further reduction be- 
fore long. 


"The next step will be to take the 
census as provided by tho act. 


"Governor Taft 
told me this work 


"would begin as soon as he reached Ma- 
nila. His plan Is to have the work 
done as far as possible by FUiplnoa and 
the commission will get up their own 
census system Instead of having it done 
by the census office at Washington, 


although they are. empowered to get 
census experts from here by making 
application to the president.

DR. ANDERSON ANNOUNCES THE BROADMOOR SANATORIUM. 
Addresses were called for, and four important ones were'delivered. Dr. 


Anderson, Judge James A. Orr, Mayor J. R'. Robinson and Dr. Ford of Denver 
took the floor and stated very forcefully their, views'on the needs of the city 
at the present time and the power of the organization just effected to do 
much towards supplying those needs. 


In the address of Dr. Anderson, a way for the organization to start Imme- 


diately upon its career of promotion and advancement was .'suggested, and it 
commended itself promptly'to all. Dr. Anderson launched a movement for 
the establishing of another sanatorium in. the vicinity of Colorado Springs, on 
.a scale and plan so widely different from that of "Cragnior" or any other 
project now under way as to in no way conflict with anything else. 


A sanatorium at Broadmoor, to be located in tl\e beautiful .Broadmoor 


grounds and'accommodated-in the Broadmoov hotel and Casino buildings, was 
his plan, and the details of it were such that It is npw. regarded .as extremely 
likely that after the present summer season Broadmoor hptel and Casino will 
be a sanatorium instead of'an amusement resort and hotel.. The doctor an- 
nounced that the Broadmoor:.company was.willing to. donate the hotel and 
Casino buildings and 12 acres of. ground for the- purpose, ip consideration for 
which the company should hold 950 .shares pf .tho sanatorium stock, 50 shares 
of which should remain in the-treasury and-500 sfiares .of which .should b< 
disposed of among the citizens of, Colorado .Springs; at.f 100'per share. He 
said the whole-property could'be'turned over to the sanatorium, company in 
the fall, and advocated the incorporation of a'company to acquire the property 
and start the sanatorium as. suggested.

OREGON CONVICT NOW 


HAS GASOLINE LAUNCH

'Seattle, Wash., July 
2.—Advices 


received from Olympia tonight state 
that Tracy, the escaped Oregon, con- 
vict, stole a gflsoline launch this 
morning at South Bay and started up 
the sound. The launch is the largest 
of the kind on Fuget sound and has 
300'gallons of gasoline, or enough for 
a 1,000-mile run. Before starting, 
Tracy said he intended firing a few 
shots at the penitentiary on McNeil 
island. He said that he had murdered 
Merrill, but the statement is not be- 
lieved. He gave as the reason for the 
alleged deed that Merrill was grow- 
ing faint-hearted. It is believed, how- 
ever, that the latter is.in the vicinity 
of his sisters' home at Sheldon. 


Tracy, according to tho 
advices, 


must have passed through Olympia 
about midnight. At 5 o'clock this morn- 
ing he appeared at the plant of the 
Capital City Oyster company at South 
Bay-and entered the house of Horatio 
Ailing, one of the employes. Another 


employe, Will Lattridge, was in the 
house. Tracy told who he was and 
began to prepare his breakfast, the 
two men being warned to keep quiet. 
While Tracy was cooking his food, 
Frank Scott and John Lessenger, also 
employes of the company, entered. The 
convict then, made, the four stand 
with their faces 05 the wajll, holding 
up their hands. At this Juncture Cap- 
tain Clark of the gasoline launch "N. 
and S." and his son entered. They also 
were forced to stand with their faces 
to the wall. During a conversatidn 
Tracy learned that the launch was in 
the bay, and after he had breakfast he 
ordered the men to take him to it. He 
made Captain Clark get tne engine in 
order and start It for him. The cap- 
tain then jumped ashore and. Tracy 
started on his trip down the sound. 
It was then about 10 o'clock. Although 
he had revealed his identity to -the 
men, 
they did not report the matter 


to the authorities until late in the 
afternoon. The launch la exceptionally 
large and has made a trip to Alaska. 


KING LISTENED TO INDIAN TROOPS

London, July 2.—King Edward has 
passed another good day. ' The quiet 
and routine of the sickroom was varied 
today by the excitement ot listening to 
the music and cheers of the Indian 
troops as they marched by the palace 
and greeted Queen Alexandra on the 
balcony. King Edward demanded, a full 
account of the review and the formal 
report made by the Prince of Wales 
was supplemented.- by the personal nar- 
rative-of the queen. His majesty dic- 
tated a letter to the Duke, of Connaught, 
commanding him to compliment the 
colonial troops upon their excellent ap- 
pearance and to thank them for their 
expressions of loyalty and sympathy, 
which he had heard with pleasure In his 
sick room. King Edward was some- 
what disappointed that he was not able 
to see the march past of the troops. He 
had 'hoped that this would, be possible 
from' an invalid couch In a window of 
the palace, but the doctors were unwill- 


Ing that he should risk this exposure 
and excitement and his majesty had to 
content himself with hearing the troops 
without seeing them. 


At a late hour tonight the king's im- 


provement continued. It was announced 
that he had partaken ot a fairly good 
dinner and smoked a cigar. 


The Prince and Princess of Wales 
gave a brilliant dinner party at York 
house tonight in honor of the visiting 
Indian princes. 


A unique and impressive scene was 
witnessed in St. Paul's cathedral to- 
night when some 2,000 doctors a»s«mbled 
beneath the dome of the building and 
offered prayers for the king's recovery. 
Many of the doctors wore the)r aca- 
demic robes. A litany was sung in 
procession, the doctors jpining ta the 
singing. At the conclusion of. the.fgrv- 
loe the congregation sent a mesiase to 
Queen Alexandra expressing Its fervent 
wishes for his majesty's 
spe«dy re- 
covery.

PHILIPPINE BILL 


PASSED BY HOUSE 


Washington, June 26.— At 8 o'clock to- 


night, at the end of a nine-hour ses- 
sion, and of a debate lasting night and 
day for a week, the house passed the 
Philippine clYjl government bill prac- 
tically as It came from the committee. 
It was a party vote — HI to 97, with the 
exception of Mr. McCall of Massachu- 
setts, who voted with the Democrats. 
The minority substitute for the estab- 
lishment of a, temporary government In 
the islands their permanent indepen- 
dence as soon as a stable government 
could Be established n-as defeated by 
85 to 136. 
. The. debate during the day \vu? at 
times of a lively character. The Demo- 
crats offered a multitude of amend- 
ments, but all were voted down, includ- 
ing one offered by Mr. Patterson of 
Tennessee, to prohibit slavery or in- 
voluntary servitude in the islands. The 
greatest interest attached to an amend- 
ment offered by Mr. McCall, tit-publi- 
can, of Massachusetts, to the end that 
the bill declare the policy of the United 
States be to develop the capacity of 
the Filipinos for self-government and 
pledging the faith of the United States 
to grant them self-government. 
He 
supported the amendment in an elo- 
quent speech and the Democrats chal- | 
lenged their 
political adversaries to 
declare their future policy. Mr. Gros- 
venor of Ohio, and Mr. Cooper of Wls- 
consin. said it would be unwise to mort- 
gage the future V>y making such a dec- 
laration now and the latter quoted Gov- 
ernor Taft as saying that such a prom- I 
ise now would tend to prevent the 
pacification of the Islands. The amend- 
ment was lost, 89 to 12S. It was a rtrict 
party vote, except for Mr. McCall and 
Mr. Llttlefield of Maine, who voted 
with the Democrats for the amend- 
ment. 
Before the consideration of the Phil- 
ippine bill was resumed today, the 
house, by a vote of 252 to 8, adopted the 
conference report on the (sthmlan canal 
bill, thus accepting in toto the senate 
bill. The bill now goes to the presi- 
dent. 
The substitute for the senate Philip- 
pine civil government bill differs from 
the bill as it passed the senate in many 
minor particulars, but principally in the 
following: 
The house substitute provides for a 
complete system of civil government. 
•with a legislature to consist of two 
houses, one of which shall be a popular 
assembly elected by the Filipino people. 
The senate bill contained no such pro- 
vision. The legislature Is to be chosen 
after the "existing insurrection in the 
Philippines shall have ceased and com- 
plete peace shall have been established 
. therein, and the fact certified to the 
president by the Philippine commis- 
sion." 
The house substitute also amplifies the 
"bill 
of ilfjhts" enumerated in the 
Fenate measure and adds to tht num- 
ber of issues which can be appealed to 
the scotus. The house measure also 
defines with greater detail than the 
senate the rights of citizenship of those 
residing in the islands, and provides 
that all residents shall receive the same 
protection from the United States In 
respect to their relation with foreign 
government as Is accorded to citizens 
of the United States. 
One of the most important differences 
between the senate and house bills Is 
that relating to coinage. The senate 
provided a silver standard somewhat in 
extension and perfection of that now 
in existence. The house measure pro- 
vides a gold standard system, with the 
gold dollar of the United States as the 
standard unit of value for the islands. 
The main coin is to be the peso, made in 
silver but of a gold value, and this is to 
' be divided Into subsidiary pieces of 
money bearing devices emblematic of 
American sovereignty. 
Provision is 
also made for a system of paper cur- 
rency, banks and for a complete finan- 
cial system, the details being different 
from those In the senate measure, al- 
though following the same general lines. 
In dealing with the grant of franchises, 
the house bill places many more re- 
strictions on such grants than the sen- 
ate bill. In this respect the restric- 
tions provided by the house follow the 
lines of those provided for Puerto Rico. 
Both bills provide for acquiring the 
friar lands and for the Issue of bonds 
sufficient to pay for the lands, the sen- 
ate provision making the interest rate 
4V4 per cent., the house B per cent. Both 
measures contain extended provisions 
relative to timber lands, harbor and in- 
ternal improvements and for two dele- 
gate commissioners chosen by the Fili- 
pino people to represent them In Wash- 
ington and have the privilege of the 
floor of the house.

A bill giving statehood to Arizona,

to take up the matter early in the next 
session. 


The ship subsidy bill secured early 


attention in the senate, but the end 
of the session has come without the 
measure being reported to the house. 
As it passed the senate, the bill grants 
subsidies to steam and sailing ves- 
sels of American build. In the house 
it has been deemed desirable to let 
the subject go over until the short ses- 
sion, when it is expected that a bill 
on tho subject will be reached and 
urged to passage.

The house passed a bill relating to 


the immigration laws, codifying and 
amending these laws relating to im- 
portant changes. It has been report- 
ed to the senate, but there is not 
much prospect of its passage at this 
session. The bill defining the mean- 
ing of conspiracy in injunction cases 
passed tho house of representatives, 
but has not much impression in the 
senate. On the other hand, the senate 
passed an important measure creating 
a department of commerc'e, to be pre- 
sided over by a cabinet officer, but it 
has made no progress tn the house. 


Another bill of interest to the com- 


mercial world is the pure food 
ure, which was drafted by the pure 
food congress, and after extended hear- 
ings from the house committee on 
commerce. 


The Fowler bill probably was the 


vas important financial measure which 
las been brought before congress. 
After much discussion and several 
conferences, it has gone over for 
sideration until next December. An- 
other financial measure, known as tue 
Hill bill, providing for the coinage of 
subsidiary silver and for the retire- 
ment of the present standard silver 
dollar, has passed the house, hut has 
not been acted on in the senate.

WHAT CONGRESS HAS 


ACCOMPLISHED. 


By Associated Press. 


Washington, June 29. — Tho work of 


congress is now practically closed, so 
that it la possible to Bum up the rec- 
ord of what has been accomplished 
during the past seven months, which 
constitute the first session of the 
fifty-seventh congress. The session has 
been marked by exceptional business 
activity, with many questions of far- 
reaching Interest attending. With the 
exception -of the Cuban reciprocity 
bill, most of the larger subjects of 
general legislation have been enacted 
as laws or will become such before 
the session closes. 
Notable among 


these larger measures Is the isthmian 
canal bill, which consummates the ef- 
1'orts of a halt' century to link togeth- 
er the waters of the Atlantic and 
Pacific. Aside from Its national and 
international 
importance this 
bill 


probably involves a larger Hum of 
money than that covering any other 
single understanding by the govern 
ment outside of war expenditures. 


Tho Philippine civil government bill 


is another measure of far-reaching im 
portance, extending to our remote pos- 
session a national government, togeth 
or with coinage, currency, banking,

The repeal of the war revenue taxes 


reduced taxation $73,350,000, and is 
said to be tlie largest single reduction 
of taxation ever made in this coun- 
try.

The Philip- 
pine tariff act imposes 75 per cent, 
of .the DJngley tariff rates on articles

The amount of appropriations for 


the session will run unusually high 
owing in part to the amount requirec 
to build the isthmian canal. When Mr. 
Cannon submitted a general estimate 
of appropriations a few weeks ago, he 
made the total up to that time $691,- 
445.000: since then the canal bill has, 
passed, carrying a present appropria- 
tion of $40,000,000 for the franchise, 
and enough more for the rights of Co- 
lumbia and for beginning the work 
to carry the total up to $50,000,000. 


The entire cost of tl\e undertaking 


is approximately $184,000,00a. Mr. Can- 
non's estimate also omitted contracts 
for future expenditure included in the 
omnibus public buildings bill, the om- 
nibus claims and various other bills, 
aggregating a large amount. This will 
carry the total for the session, figur- 
ing In these future amounts, almost, 
if not quite, up to the billion dollar 
mark.

THE CONFERENCE 


REPORT WAS ADOPTED 


By Associated Press. 


Washington. June 30.—With final 


adjournment probable tomorrow, the 
house worked under high 
pressure 


from noon today until far into the 
night. As a preliminary, several reso- 
lutions were adopted to grease the 
legislative wheels. The rule providing 
or the printing of conference reports 
before consideration was suspended 
until the end of the session, and a reso- 
ution was adopted making a motion 
.o suspend the rules in order at any 
:ime. 
The house then got down to 


jusinces. 


The conference report on the Phil- 


ppme civil government bill, which is 
considered the last obstacle in the 
way of adjournment, was adopted by 
a strict party vote, with the single ex- 
ception of Mr. McCall of Massachu- 
setts, who voted with the' Democrats. 
A partial report on the general de- 
ficiency appropriation bill -was adopt- 
ed, and after a prolonged fight the 
house, by a vote of 118 to 101, adopt 
ed the senate amendment to appro- 
priate $500,000 for the Buffalo expo- 
sition, and then sent the bill back to 
conference. The senate amendments 
to 
appropriate 
$160,000 for 
the 


Charleston exposition and $1,000,000 to 
pay the Hawaiian fire bubonic plague 
iwards were defeated. A number of 
oills were passed under suspension of 
the rules. 


Subsequently, at the night session, the 


house reversed Itself and assented to the 
senate amendment making an appropria- 
tion for the Charleston exposition. 


At the evening session, the Dick 


militia bill, which is to be used as 
stop-gag for the remainder of the ses 
sion, while the house is waiting for 
conference reports, was taken up. The 
adjournment resolution Is to be with 
field until the conference report on 
the Philippine bill is adopted by the 
senate. 


Mr. Cooper of Wisconsin, chairman 


of the committee on insular affairs, 
presented the conference report on 
the Philippine bill. 


The statement follows: 
"There were three Important points 


of difference between the two houses, 
namely, the provisions in the house 
bill for a legislature; another in re- 
lation to lands, and another in rela- 
tion to coinage. The senate recedes 
from its disagreement to the provision 
for a legislature, and agrees to It with 
an amendment providing that within 
two years after the census provided 
for In the house bill has been com' 
pleted, If, In the meanwhile, a con 
dition of general peace and good order 
shall have prevailed, the president 
shall order the Philippine commission 
to call a general 
election for the 


choice of delegates to a popular as- 
sembly of the people of that portion 
of the Islands Hot inhabited by Moros 
and Pagan tribes, which shall be 
known as the Philippine assembly.

During the last hours of the session

The conference report on tlie Philip- 


pine government, bill was adopted with- 
out any serious opposition and then, 
when Ihe decks of the senate were 
cleared for adjournment, Mr. OarmacK 
called up his resolution providing for a 
continuance of the Investigation of the 
Philippine committee and for a visit to 
the Philippines by-the committee dur- 
ing the present summer. This started 
the trouble and for more than an hour 
a 
battle of words was waged. Mr. 


Spooner delivered a scathing denuncia- 
tion of the minority of the Philippine 
committee for what he declared was an 
attack upon the American army. Mr. 
Carmack denied that any attack had 
been made upon the army and declared

taught to repeat it. The resolution was 
referred to a committee, thus effectu- 
ally killing it. 
Just before adjournment the usual 
resolutions were adopted, Including one 
offered by Mr. Cockrell, the venerable 
Democrat of Missouri, cordially thank- 
ing- President Pro Tern Frye for "the 
dignified, lmpartta.1 and courteous man- 
ner In which he had presided over the 
deliberations of the senate." 
At 5:10 p. in. Messrs. Allison and 
Cockrell reported to the senate that the 
president had no further communica- 
tion to make to congress. 
Mr. Cockrell 
offered 
the following 


resolution, which 
he said 
gave him 
great pleasure: 
"That the thanks of the senate are 
hereby tendered to Hon. William P.

The resolution was adopted unani-

My 
duties as presiding officer have been 
very agreeable and comparatively easy, 
through you, and .my debt Is to you 
rather than yours to me. I hope our 
dear Lord will keep you all during the 
coming vacation and permit you to re- 
turn in strength and health for the 
duties of public life once more.

•Washington, June 30.—Senator Bailey 


of Texas, assaulted Senator Beverldge 
of Indiana tonight just after the senate 
had adjourned from .executive session.

The episode was the result of a heated 
controversy which the, two senators 
had during the afternoon, when Senator 
Beverldge had said that Senator Bailey 
had made an "unwarranted attack" on 
Solicitor Penfleid of the state depart- 
ment. In executive session 
Senator 


Beveridge, like other senators who 
smoke, lighted a cigar and took a seat 
on tha Republican side. He was still 
sitting there when the senate ad- 
journed. Senator Bailey: crossed the 
aisle and walked through the seats' un- 
til he was facing Mr. Beveridge. 
"Beverldge," he said, "I.don't want 
to have any trouble with you, but I 
want you to withdraw those words 
which charge me with making an un- 
warranted attack upon Penfield." 
"I did not Intend to Insult you," re- 


plied Senator Beverldge, "and there is 
nothing In my language that you could 
consider offensive." 
"I don't allow anyone to say that I 


libel a man, and that Is what you do 
in making the charge. 
Now, if you 


won't withdraw the words when I ask 
you, 
I'm going to make you withdraw 
them.". 
Senator Bailey 
had

YALE WOW 'VABSITY RACE. 
New London. Conn., June 26.—Rowing 
within 10 seconds of record time, the Yalo 
'varsity crew this afternoon lowered the 
colors of the fastest eight that Harvard 
has yet produced. 
Yale won by four 
boat lengths. 
Yale's timo was 20:20; Harvard's, 20:33 
In tho four-oared racs tho colors of 
Harvard were borno to the front. 
The 
Cambridge four won by two and a halt 
lengths. 
In the freshman race, Tale's crew let 
over the last mile until within a few feet 
of the finish where the Harvard crew 
by B. magnificent apuf t jumped their shel 
up even with the blue. The Judges were 
compelled to decide that the race was a 
draw. 
Twenty-five thousand people saw th 
Ells row to victory In the big 'varsity 
race. But while the crowd was great, II 
waa the presence of President Rooeeveli 
which made- the crowd unltiue In the his 
tory of 'Yale and Harvard races. The 
president saw tho flnlsh of all thrno races 
from aboard the Dolphin which was an 
chored just above the finish line, lie 
declined the invitation of the regattr 
committee to go aboard Mr. Cornelius 
Vanderbllt's launch, the Mirage, prefer 
ring to remain aboard the Dolphin when 
he could be with his family.

Ernest N. Gray, agL-fl 34 years, man- 
ager Car the Midland Ore sampler in 
this city, and a prominent mining man 
nnd lessee of the camp, committed sui- 
cide at 2 o'clock this moraine in his 
room at the sampler, by firing two 
bullets into his body with a 38 caliber 
revolver. The bullets entered the body 
near the left nipple, one glancing and 
lodging In the Junes and the other cut- 
ting the heart. Mr. Gray was conscious 
from the time of the shooting 
until 
within 15 minutes of the time he ex- 
pired. Death came at 4:30 a. m. at tbf? 
Sisters' hospital. 
There Is no doubt 
but that Gray took his own life on ac- 
count of brooding over financial trou- 
ble. Deceased was of a very happy dis- 
position and .had manv friends in the 
camp. He was a member of the Crip- 
ple Creek club and yesterday afternoon 
was one of the most prominent rooters 
for the club at the ball game at Union 
park. In the evening he attended the 
smoker In the club rooms at the Na- 
tional hotel, but shortly after midnight 
left the club and went to the hotel 
clerk and secured paper and envelopes. 
He appeared In the best of humor and 
after having a drink with the clerk a.t 
the hotel bar. he went to the writing 
room In the hotel, and wrote four or 
five letters. 
There seems no doubt 
but that the man premeditated sui- 
cide. What the letters contain Is not 
known. It Is supposed that he mailed 
the letters in the box in front of thn 
hotel a"nd then left for his lodgings. 
Shortly after 1 o'clock Joseph Tawney. 
formerly bailiff of the district court 
met Gray and together they walked 
up Poverty Gulch, parting at the Mid- 
land trestle. As they parted Tawney 
said, "I am going up to the cabin and 
take the long sleep." To which Gray 
replied "I would like to take the lone 
Bleep." Gray went directly to his room 
removed his hat and coat, and shot 
himself. 
George Keener, manager of 
the Mary 
McKinney property, 
was 
asleep in an adjoining room and was 
awakened by the shot. He discovered 
Gray and at onne telephoned Dr. Dun- 
woody and to the Cripple Creek club. 
The Doctor arrived within a few min- 
utes and found that Gray had little 
chance for recovery. 
An ambulance 


was summoned and Gray was removed 
to the hospital. Night Captain of Po- 
lice Williams rode in the ambulan™ 
to the hospital with Gray and was 
toid by the dying man that he was 
tired of life. He also stated that he 
thought he would make a better Job 
of his atempt at suicide. When 
he 


found that he was sinking he 
said 
"Well Williams, I didn't do.such a bad

meeting could not be determined.

person appeared to call the meeting to 
order, and after waiting some little 
time, the mayor with a large number 
of prominent business men 
left the 
building. The members of tho Cooks 
and .Waiters union remained and were 
determined to have a meeting. Accord- 
ingly E. A. Taubman was appointed 
chairman, and was about to address his 
audience, when u commanding voice 
from one of the galleries said: "No body 
of persons has received 
authority to 
hold a meeting in this rotunda, and the 
same cannot be allowed." 
Fred Cur- 
tis, the janitor of tho building, was the 
speaker, and for a few minutes there 
was every evidence of tlje crowd stam- 
peding for the street, ' However, the 
parlors of the Business Men's associa- 
tion in the building WP.I'B mentioned ns 
a meeting place, and for the second time 
the chairman, Mr. Taubman, called the 
meeting to order, and a number 6f re- 
marks were made from, those of the 
audience scoring the sheriff and his

whe'reas, This has been done 
while the men'were within their rights 
as useful and law-abiding citizens of 
Pueblo, a mass meeting assembly of the

Pueblo, June 26.—Because his aged 
mother, Mrs. Kate Dodgson, proprie- 
tress of Uie Riverside restaurant, was 
Insulted and her place of business boy- 
totted and picketed by two men, rep- 
resenting the Cooks' and Walters' un- 
ion, Jacob Dodgson, peaceful and of 
good character. Is tonight behind the 
steel bars of the county jail, charged 
with murder. 
The tragedy 
occurred at 7:45 this 


morning. While George Elvin and J. 
B. Armstrong, secretary of the Inter- 
national Union of Hotel and Restaurant 
Employes, were acting as pickets to 
warn prospective patrons that the Riv- 
erside 
restaurant was unfair to the 


union, Mrs. Dodgson remonstrated with 
the pickets, asking them to move on 
and leave her restaurant unmolested, 
and she claims she was insulted by 
Armstrong. 
Her eldest son, Thomas, 
stepped to the sidewalk and bodily re- 
moved the picket from In front ot 
their place of business. The picket wa* 
very much worsted in the scuffle, re- 
ceiving an ugly gash under the eye. 
Officer 'Dally arrested Armstrong and 
Thomas Dodgson. and was proceeding 
to the city jail with the prisoners, when 
young Jacob, who had been busying 
himself In the kitchen with the morn- 
ing meal, appeared at the front door, 
revolver 
In hand. 
The boy's face 
showed terrible emotion, his eyes glow- 
ing with fire, and without warning, he 
took 
deadly 
aim at the remaining 
picket, George Elvin. Elvin fell face 
forward, the bullet having pierced his 
heart, causing Instant death. Elvin was 
Pueblo. AB a result William Brown, en- 
right hand and a cigar in his left. 
The second discharge from the gun, 
It is claimed, was accidental, and nearly 
caused a double tragedy. Officer Jo- 
seph H. Shepherd, running to disarm 
Dodgson, was struck by the second bul- 
let, 
directly to the left of his heart, 
(making a flesh wound five inches in 
length. By that time Officer Daily ran 
and overpowered Dodgson, preventing 
any further trouble. Officer Shepherd 
was taken at once to the Sisters' hos- 
pital and his wounds attended to by 
Drs. Campbell, McDonald and 
Kid- 


well. It is thought the officer will be 
well In three or four days, as the wound 
is only a flesh wound. 
The following Is a statement made by 
Dodgson to the Gazette correspondent, 
just before leaving for the county jail: 
"About 7 o'clock mother called me and 
told me Tom had been taken to jail, 
Sho wanted me to go and see that things 
werp all right at the restaurant. 
"When I got there, I told the picket 


he had done enough, and now he had 
better go away. He said he didn't have 
to. More words followed, and I went 
into the restaurant to get the gun. 
What happened then I don't know. .T 
didn't go to' shoot the picket but just 
to scarp him, I didn't hurt anyone else, 
did I?" 


When told that he had wounded the 
officer, he appeared much agitated, and 
said that it must have been by acci- 
dent that he shot the second time. "I 
have' wver been In any trouble before," 
he continued, "and have been a religious 
boy all ,my life. I shouldn't have done 
anything If he hadn't Insulted 
my 
mother In the restaurant." As he was 
called away by the sheriff, Dodgson al- 
most broke down, and tears filled his 
eyes, his voice trembling as he said 
to his brother, "Goodby, Burt, If I never 
see you or Tom again, tell him to trust 
in God." 


Mrs. 
Dodgson is a gray-haired wo- 
man. She is 65 years old, and shows 
the marks of age and trouble in her 
•face. Her husband died/several years 
ago.' "Oh, .my God, my God, that my 
boy, 
that poor boy," she walled and 
moaned as she supported herself on her 
elbow. "He has always been crazy with 
firearms ever'since I can remember. 
We always had to watch him when- 
over they were within reach. This is 
caused by a fearful sight which I saw 
just before he was born. I saw a man 
murdered. 
T saw worse than that— 
but don't ask me about It. I was In- 
sulted by thn picket, who also struck 
Tom on the head. If I had only been 
there in time I could have prevented It 
all." 
Jacob Dodgson, who is under arrest 
for the murder, is a member of the lo- 
cal corps of the Salvation Army. Mrs. 
Dodgson Is a member of the Broadway 
Methodist Episcopal church. 
The In- 
quest over the body of George Elvin 
will be held tomorrow morning at 7:30 
o'clock, and a post mortem examination 
will be made. 
At 13:45 a. m. occurred a very disas- 
trous wreck on the Colorado and South' 
ern, wh,ere the Colorado and Southern 
crosses the Arkansas river to enter 
carrying a light bamboo cane In his 


wreckage. At 11 o'clock tonight the on- 
ginp had sunk out of sight in the river 
bed.

of the board of directors of the Colorado 
Fuel and Iron company today the fol- 
lowing directors were in attendance: J. 
B. Grant, W. H. James, J. A. Kebler, 
Cass S. Herrington, Dennis Sullivan, 
John L. Jerome, A. C. Cass, J. C. Os- 
good. 


The chairman made 
the following 
statement In relation to earnings and 
dividend requirements: 


When the management, on May 31, 


1001, recommended the payment of divi- 
dends on common stock, it was with 
the belief that the current earnings, ac- 
cumulative profits and early comple- 
tion of the steel works and other im- 
provements fully warranted it and that 
the payment of/regular quarterly divi- 
dends could be maintained. A full year's 
dividends, amounting 
to $1,625,275.50, 


have been paid and the compai.y stir 
has a surplus of undivided net earn- 
ings of $947,585.39, but the current earn- 
ings are not sufficient to pay the cur- 
rent Dividends. The earnings are show- 
ing slight monthly Increase, 
the net 


earnings for May having been $172,- 
550.08. The full requirements to meet 
all charges, sinking funds and divi- 
dends, Including dividends on the com- 
mon stock at the rate of 7 per cent per 
annum, amount to $250,000 per month.

RULES FOB BUBAL DELIVERY. 


Notice is given to the public by the 


postal department that the contracts 
In effect July 1, 1903, for the perform- 
ance of mall service on the star routes 
In Colorado provide that in addition to 
carrying the mails to the various post- 
offices, the carrier will be required to 
deliver mall Into boxes and hang small 
bag* or satchels containing mall on 
cranes or posts that may be erected 
along the line of the route, under the 
following regulations of the 
depart- 


ment: 


Any person living on or near the route 


and not within the corporate limits of 
any town or within 80 rods of any post- 
office, who desires his mail deposited at 
a given point on the line of the route 
by the carrier may provide and erect a, 
suitable box or crane on the roadside, 
located In such a manner as 
to be 


reached as conveniently as practicable 
*>y the carrier without 
dismounting 


from the Vehicle or horse, and such per- 
son shall file with the postmaster at tha 
poftofflce to wh'leh his mall 
Is' ad- 
dressed (which shall be one of the two 
postofflces on the route on either sldfi 
of and next to the box or crane) a 
request In -writing for. the delivery of 
Ms mall'to the carrier fordepoHlt at the 
designated point, at the risk of the ad- 
dressee. The small 
bttg or "satchel 


••ibove described, as well us the box oi1 
"fane, must be provided by the person 
for whose use it is intended without ex- 
pense to the department. 
' 
It shall be the duty of the postmaster 
it every such poatofflce, upon a writ- 
ten order from any person Hying on or 
near the route, to deliver to the mall 
carrier for that route any mall matter- 
Placing in the respective satchels; where 
™rh are uted, the mall for the persons 
t» whom such satchels belong—with 
Instructions as to the proper mall box 
ir crane at which said mail matter shall 
bf: deposited; but registered mall shall 
not be so delivered unless expressly re- 
quested by the addressee in his written 
order. No mall matter to delivered to 
the carrier shall be carried past another 
Post office pn the route before belhfc 


deposited Into a mail box or hung on a 
crane or post. 
The carrier on the route will be re- 
quired to receive from any postmaster 
on the route any mail matter or private 
mall satchel that may be Intrusted to 
him outside of the mail bag, and shall 
carry such mail matter or private mall 
satchel to and deposit it Into the prop- 
er mail box or hang it on the proper 
crane placed on the line of the route for 
this purpose; such service by the car- 
rier to be without charge to the ad- 
dressees. 
The mall carriers must be of good 
character and of sufficient Intelligence 
to properly handle and deposit the mall 
along the route. 
The department docs not prescribe 
any- particular design of box or satchel 
to be used for this service, but the 
person providing either should see that 
It Is of such character as to afford am- 
ple protection to his mall. If there is a 
look attached to the box, a key la not 
to be held by the carrier, as he is ex- 
pected to deposit the mall without the 
necessity of unlocking the box. 
The 
box or crane should be so located on the 
roadside that the carrier can deposit 
the mall without leaving his vehicle or 
horse, and yet not where It will ob- 
struct publlo travel. 
The carrier is not required to collect 
mail from the boxes, but there is no ob- 
jection to his doing so if it does* not In- 
terfere with his making the schedule 
time. The law provides that every car- 
rier of the mull shall receovo any mall 
matter presented to him If properly pre- 
paid by stamps, and deliver the same 
for mailing at the next postofflce at 
which he arrives, but that no fees shall 
be allowed him therefor. 
The box delivery above described Is 
required by the contracts effective July 
1, 3903, on all of the star routes (with

Representative Ilaedcr, who had prac- 
tical charge of the bill In the houae, 
"are gratified to know that this will be 
done, because It removes any danger 
of the work falling Into the hands of 
untried men. The work of the survey 
In all Its relations to the development 
of the irrigation resources of the arid 
region has been eminently satisfactory 
to the people of the west who are fa- 
miliar with what has been so far ac- 
complished. Mr. Newell has been In 
charge of the work for 14 years. He 
entered the employ of the geological 
survey under Major Powell, who may 
really be said to be the father of the 
national irrigation policy, and His great 
conception of the marvelous possibili- 
ties of thp arid region Under a national 
plan fdr its development seems now 
about to be realized. Mr. Newell has 
made almost a life study of the subject, 
and is probably more familiar than any- 
other man In the United States with 
the irrigation resources of the west and 
what must be done to accomplish the 
purposes of the new national Irrigation 
law which has been well designated 
the hew homestead law. 
"The fact Is fully recognized by those 


who will have the administration of the 
new law and by the western senators 
and representatives who have worked 
so hard for its enactment that it IB the 
part of wisdom to proceed with great 
care without undue haste In carrying Its 
provisions into effect. 
It is believed 
that this view will have the approval 
of the people of the west generally, and 
that there will not be any such wild 
scramble as some have predicted to get 
reservoirs built right away In every 
western congressional district. The fact 
Is that the western people have been 
fighting for a principle rather than for 
any specific application of it, and now' 
that congress has formally adopted and 
Inaugurated the policy for which they 
have contended they are more inter- 
ested to secure a wise and conservative 
administration of that policy, so as to 
demonstrate its practical benefits, than 
to crowd for the Immediate construc- 
tion of works in every local section of 
the west. 


"A more conservative plan than this 
Irrigation act for the solution of the 
great problem of the reclamation of 
the arid region could not be devised. 
The proceeds from the sales of public 
lands in the arid and semi-arid states 
amount to about, $2',600,000 a year. The 
irrigation act sets apart these proceeds, 
whatever they may be, 'as a revolving 
construction fund In the treasury and 
authorizes the secretary, of the interior 
to use It for the' construction of Irri- 
gation works for the reclamation of the 
arid public lands. The lands reclaimed 
are reserved exclusively for actual set- 
tlers only, under the 
homesteftd law, 
who must live on. the land live yearn 
before they can get title. The total 
cost of each system of works Is to be. 
a charge against the lands reclaimed 
under It, and each' settler 
must pay 
back to the government, in 10 annual 
Installments his proportion of the cost 
of the works. The entire investment of 
the government In each system would, 
therefore, come back to It In 10 years' 
time and as It came back, from year to 
year, It \V6uld be available for the con- 
struction of new works. 
"It is really astonishing the way this 


fund accumulates. Taking It by 10-year 
periods, with the average receipt from 
new land sales of (2.500,000 a year, the 
amount available from this source for 
the first 10 years-would be $26,000,000. 
In the second 10 years this same amount 
would be duplicated and the $25,000,000 
Invested during the first 10 years would 
come back and bo reinvested In new 
works in the, second 10 years, thus mak- 
ing a total Investment In the second 
10 years of $50,000,000 in the construction 
of new systems. In the third 10 years 
another $25,000,000 would come in froni 
gales and the whole $75,000,000 invested 
in the second 10 years would come back 
for reinvestment, making a grand total 
Invested in the construction of new 
works in the 30 years of 
$150,000,000. 
This whole sum would come back to the 
government in the fputh 10-year period, 
and could be reinvested again and again 
until the whole vast area of irrigable 
arid public land has been reclaimed 
and settled and at the end the whole 
sum wilt finally be returned to the gov- 
ernment. 
"It Is, of course, impossible fo con- 
struct such Irrigation works to reclaim 
the arid public lands without Including 
under some of the systems lands which 
have been already taken up, and It 
would be the height of Injustice to say 
to the actual settler who want there 
and built his home before the works 
were planned that he was barred for 
all time from any- chance of getting 
water for his land from the government 
system. The bill has been most care- 
fully drawn to cover this contingency. 
Tho actual settler who lives on hla land 
can, on payment of his share • of the 
cost of the works, get water, but for not 
more than 160 acres, and the granting 
of water rights to non-resident owners 
of large tracts is carefully safeguarded 
against and forbidden. 
"Every feature and provision • of the 
bill has been framed with' the utmost 
caution a.nd care to carry.out the. poli- 
cy declared for In President Roosevelt's 
message to congress and In the last an- 
nual report of the secretary of the In- 
terior of making the remaining public 
lands available for home-makers and 
creating opportunities for millions of 
our citizens to 
become Independent 
home owners, 
"The administration of the measure Is 
In the hands of Jts friends. There Is 
not a shadow of doubt that the meas- 
ure will be so enforced as to carry- out 
this central Idea and guard against 
every attempt at speculation or land 
grabbing or land or water monopoly 
under It. The president Is known to 
have his whole heart In this .great na- 
tional home-making plan, and he may- 
be depended on not to permit It to mis- 
carry. 
"During the debate on the bill much 
was said by those opposed to it abqut 
the iniquity of taxing the eastern far- 
mer to create competition with .him. 
The fact Is thut not a dollar of taxes 
will be laid on, any eastern farmer un- 
der this law and no competition with 
htm will be created. The building- of

proceed so 
slowly that the new areas brought un- 
der cultivation will not keep pace with

There has been delay, as there often Is 
In great undertakings, but the difficul- 
ties thus experienced arc what served 
to develop the more clearly the positive 
Intentions of the management.

growers of California has attracted a 
;ood deal of attention and Is hailed will- 
delight by all who have studied its pos- 
sible effects on our frultcrop. If the Cal- 
ifornia fruit is not placed with the com- 
mission men on consignment, but Is 
either held at liomc or sent to one or 
two points and sold at auction all other 
markets must buy fruit at such a price 
as will give the California growers a 
profit. Grand viilloy fruit will command 
nn advanced pri 'e bboause of th,e. su- 
perior quality aud condition in which It 
can be placed In the markets; there Is 
also at least 10 cents per box more 
profit to our growers In the freight rate 
to the Missouri river. 
The situation being thus relieved by 
this sensible move it Is necessary tha 
our shippers adopt so far as possible 
the same sensible method ami abstain 
from overloading any market with con- 
signed fruit, but to Insist upon a profit- 
able price before It Is shipped or at least 
before It is received. Manager Moore, 
of the association, has taken kindly to 
the plan, and so far as lies In his power 
will follow it out and will try to enlist 
the growers of Montrose and Delta In 
the good work. The volume of 
fruit 
grown in this county Is not large enough 
to glut the markets most easily reached 
if, wisely distributed and with the large- 
1v increased membership It will not be 
difficult. A large part of our fruit should 
go across the range by freight and this 
means a 10 per cent, profit over those 
who handle their own fruit and ship by 
express 
Altogether the prospect of larger pro- 
fits this year than ever before are very 
bright indeed. Those who care for their 
orchards, and the ripening fruit, and 
see that It Is properly prepared for the 
consumer will be sure of a good return 
for their investment and labor.—(Grand 
Junction.

His father was a carver of meer- 
schaum, and the boy, when only five 
years old, also carved in meerschaum. 
At 12 he was carving in ivory and he 
has been doing so ever since. 
One of his exquisite pieces is a min- 
iature, 15 inches high of the Venus de 
Milo. An original study of Raphael in 
Ivory, which is also very beautiful, Is 
the property of George W. Vanderbllt. 
Mr. Kaldenberg says that the taste for 
Ivory carving is growing in thiscountry. 
He is a, special admirer of Japanese 
art, and believing that the grafting' of 
the American on the Japanese 
ideas 
may develop a new era In Ivory carving, 
he has Imported from the mikado's 
country three expert artists in ivory. 


The first of these Japanese. MoRl by 


name, came two years ago, and many 
objections had to be overcome before 
Mr. Kaldenberg was able to secure him.

This fungus is a sort of mould which 
grows on the grasshopper in Australia, 
New Zealand, and the tropical region 
of South America.

to engage 100;, that his party could not 
have resisted the attack of such a party 
of Boers^.ajid that If he had had to re- 
treat he would have had to do so along 
a line exposed to the fire of the neigh- 
boring block houses, the garrison of 
which codld hot at night have distin- 
guished from foes. However, he was 
found guilty and sentenced to 10 years' 
penal servitude, and he Is now in goal 
In England, though' his sentence has 
.been reduced from 10 years to two. 


Efforts have been made to obtain a, 
reconsideration of this lad's case, and 
Lord Roberts, I understand, has ordered 
that It shall be brought before 
% him 
again In October next. I fee! sure that 
his sense of justice will prompt him to 
release this young man when that time 
come,s; If not sooner. What Is the dif- 
ference between this lance-sergeant's 
excess of caution in refraining from fir- 
ing on the Boers and Colonel Thorny- 
croft's decision to evacuate Splon kop, 
rather than face the loss that would be 
incurred In holding the place for an- 
other day? No one has ever Impugned 
Colonel ThornyiToft's courage, though 
many may question his judgment, The 
lance-sergeant of the .Scots guards ma.y 
have erred in the same way, but that 
Is not necessarily a proof of want • of 
courage. Yet, in the judgment of three 
officers of his regiment, this lad has 
committed a crime worthy of 10 years' 
penal servitude. If this Is the punish- 
ment 
for 
an 
error 
of judgment 


which merely Involves the etcape of 100 
Boers through the 
block1 house line, 
how should some of those blunders In 
high places be punished'which have In- 
volved the defeat of armies, the sacrl- 
fica of thousands of lives, and the ex- 
penditure of millions of money? It Is 
horrible that such sentences should be 
passed, let alone carried out, and this 
case suggests once again the Impor- 
tance of an exhaustive revision of every 
court-martial sentence that has been 
passed in South Africa. 


Lord Kitchener Is neither an adver- 
tising general nor a. society general. 
The only officers that he favors are men 
who sh6w intelligence, work hard, and 
obey orders. Neither the fine gentle-' 
men officer nor the pets of society are 
pushed to the front by him. He him- 
self does his work In athorough business 
manner, and courts no praise from the 
war correspondents. -When he has work 
on hand hn forms his plan and carries 
It, out, without troubling himself about 
newspaper criticism. I like a soldier 
to be a soldier, and he Is one, his offi- 
cers do not love him, but they respect 
him, for they know that merit IB his sole 
criterion, and that they will' always 
be treated by him according to their 
deserts. 
Two things are certain. If 
he had not been In command, the cam- 
paign against, the Boers would not have 
been as. successful as It has been, and 
if the negotiations had not been in his 
hands, we.should not have had peace.

Considerable • discussion

raised by the proposition to erect the 
Queen Victoriii .national, memorial on 
the historic site of the Mall.

' Of course. It was not King Edward, 
but only the Pr.lnce of Wales; but it 
sounds better to say .king now, when 
We are having' coronation for break- 
fast and'• coronation "for dinner and 
coronation for supper. I even hear of a 
lady who has«coronaiion nightmares. 
'But:let us get on with the story of 
the chrysalis king; -first, however, a 
word about Barnum. It. nets' been my 
fortune tb meet: maiiy: great men and 
good, because, In the first-place, I be- 
gan iily.travels when but a lad and 
am no longer young;'arid besides, my 
trade: as well as" my desire'to see and 
know, has kept me nearly all the time 
on the firing line. And of all the great 
and Rood men that I.ever knew Phlneas 
T. Barnum was greatest. He made his 
Immense fortune by amusing children 
and teaching- them a'great deal which 
they could never learn from books. He 
was at one time the richest 
man In 
America, and made It all simply by giv- 
ing pleasure, mainly to ' little .people. 
True, he would not,be reckoned a very 
rich man now, but he left many millions 
to his,pretty youmj-English; wife, be- 
sides having given- away much. 
In 
truth, this big-hearted and open-heart- 
ed Yankee made .many fortunes by 
giving things away., • 
• 


One of his methods .was to lay off a 
town and then give away big lots to 
any sober and industrious man who 
would build ori them. Then he would 
start factories. 
' Then/the new town 
would fill up 'fast."Theri *It would be 
found that he had given.away only al- 
ternate lots. Of course "this Is an old and 
threadbare trick. now, but Barnum was 
the first to profit by; it. 
, . 


It may not be generally known that 
Barnum .was the- founder.of Illustrated 
journals in America, but he was, and a 
very able editor he made, too. The 
story of :thls bit of work Is curious. He 
had gone over sea to bring Jenny Lind 
to America, and In his quest for a 
bright young artist to help him illus- 
trate and advertise her he -found a 
young painter named Carter In London 
and Induced him to accept a small 
share of the profits. The young man. 
on 'arriving In New York, did not quite 
like to lower the aristocratic- name of 
Carter by allowing it to be attached to 
a traveling show—the Carters were 
famous London glovemakers—and so 
he took the name of Frank Leslie. Of 
course they both made fortunes and 
Frank Leslie kept his "stage name." . 


I-have .heard these',two' men tell over 
their early adventures at Barnum's fire- 
side till the night was far spent; for 
Barnum >\vas a' man who always kept 
his. friends as long as he lived. A good 
sign of a good man. .'But let us get on 
with the old story of the1 new king: a 
thing that Is not in .any of Barnum's 
books or biographies. 
Barnum'was a man of boundless good 
nature and never took offense at being 
called "a humbug;", he. took It all !n 
good part and said the'people liked him 
because they liked to .be humbugged. 
But he was not the least bit of a hum- 
bug. All his anlmalsrwlld or tame, were 
real, and he was really the founder of 
the society for the prevention-of cruelty 
to animals by showing what kindness 
can do In the way of subduing- beasts; 
and all his anlmajg V knew -him and 
loved him. Such a roar, and .tumult as 
they would set up at his approach in 
their winter quarters! Tet, It must be 
admitted that.i".The: Wild' Man of Bor- 
neo" was .an exception,; but this was 
not Barnum's work-irrtlrely: The truth 
Is that the wild'matr from. Borneo was 
a poor old druhken'isaU6r. .-whom Bar- 
num was trying to rrsfprm;' fpr Bar- 
num, as In many little things,1 was first 
of all among the greatltemperance men. 
This old Yankee aajlc-r, whom Bar- 


num had known from "the first, w\s an 
expert with hip pocket-knlfCirand dur- 
ing, loner voyages across, .the, Pacific he 
would whittle out skulls, skeletons and 
so forth Finally he ^ound himself at 
New Bridgeport Conjj.; and destitute. 
He had nothing at all but a,few wood- 
en skulls and 'skeletons fastened to- 
gether <wftn wires so-rthat th.e bones 
would rattle fearfully.'vKe went to Bar, 
num to try to sell-thesjS.'He was ragged, 
hairy, hungry.it 
•• 


down. We arc just going to have sup- 
per!" 
The poor tramp begged Barnum to 
put htm In a cage to keep him £rom 
drink; begged to be put In an iron cage 
like a wild beast, where he could sit 
and whittle and "sober off." And that is 
how "The Wild Man of Borneo" was 
conceived and brought forth. 
Little 
boys would literally fall over pne an- 
other to get close to the Iron cage where 
that Yankee sailor sat on a pile of 
wooden bones gnawing at a wooden 
skull. But when he would Jump up and 
shake that rattling skeleton in one 
hand and nearly tear down the cage 
with the other they would fall In heaps 
In their haste to get away. I hear he 
would not play wild man after Bur- 
num died. I also hear that Barnum 
left him quite a pot of money. Larkln 
G. Meade, the Vermont sculptor, told 
me this In Venice not long ago. 
But Venice is a long step from Lon- 


don and King Edward's visit to Citi- 
zen Burnum, arid wo must get back. 
Being himself a great newspaper man 
the great showman was close friends 
with the famous editors, and after his 
mus.eum In New York was burned he 
went to sco Horace Oreeley In his 
ofnce and found him bent to his desk 
and hard at wock. 
"Horace, 
'Othello's 
occupation 
Is 


gone;' I've got nothing to do, nothing 
to do, nothing at all to do." 
"Got nothing to do—nothing at all to 
do! Then, by Gee, you go fishing—go 
fishing! I've been waiting 30 years to 
go fishing, now you go fishing while 
you've got a chance!" 
Barnum told men that he saw only 
the back of Greeley's head; that he 
never once looked up or around, but 
banged the desk with his left hand and 
kept on writing hard and fast with 
the other; that this made him half 
mad, and' so he turned about, took up 
a paper and read something about the 
Siamese Twins. Barnum, as you know, 
was always fond of exhibiting types 
of tribes and races. Slam, the land of 
the sacred white elephant, was giving 
England much trouble at that time 
when he first read of the twins and so 
was conspicuously before the public 
Yet the public knew next to nothing 
about that land or its people. \V''y not 
Rot these twins and show them in Lou- 
don? 
He told me the idea struck him so 


forcibly that he started for home with- 
out even saying good-bye to Grecley. 
Well, he got the twins, got them to 
London, but It had cost him nearly a 
year and every dollar that he had, and 
it looked as If the venture would be a 
frosty failure, for other parties had 
been exhibiting all sorts of people, call- 
ins them subjects of Slam, and every- 
body was very suspicious of his twins. 
lie had no money left for advertising 
and the papers cut him all to pieces,' 
calling him "the great Yankee hum- 
bug," and all that. They said so many 
hard things about him and his "Indiii- 
mibber twins" that he wag In danger 
of being mobbed. He meantime and 
from the first had appealed to the 
Prince of Wales to come and see some 
of the dusky subjects over whom he 
must some day reign. And now, just 
when things were at their worst, word 
came that the prince, with his suite, 
would visit the hall the very next day. 
The twins were exhibited standing on 


a circular platform in the center of the 
hall, in their native garb, although the 
colder climate compelled the use of 
much underclothing and the covering 
of the'membrane that bound them to- 
gether. Barnum told me he waasuever 
quite so on his head with delight In all 
his life; that he made several speeches 
that night, posed before his looking- 
glass, and next morning had his twtna 
rehearsing. They were told that their 
great coming king was to look upon 
them and that they must stand like 
soldiers, to look straight ahead, heads 
up, hands down, and not to move a 
muscle. 
The prince came, hat and cane, at 
the head of his gentlemen, but bis bww 
was dark with anger and, Impatience. 
Barnum forgot his speech and did not 
dare go forward or even attempt to lift 
a hand or say one word. He saw It all 
at once. The prince had read the papers 
and, had come to put down the elastic 
twins and gave his subjects from th« 


prince of humbugs! 
The 'gentlemei 


gathered around the coming king: ana 
they conferred for a moment:-then thf» 
prince poked one of the twlps with tha 
point of his slim little cane. Not a mus- 
cle moved! There was no more sign of 
life than If they had been of .mud! Then, 
the prince struck the same twin a tre- 
mendous rap on his sandaled toes. He 
jumped up so high that he nearly up- 
set the other twin and made the prince 
stagger back so that he dropped his 
hut.. 
. ' . ; . 


After one of his gentlemen had picked 
up and dusted tho tile with ,hls hand- 
kerchief the prince passed on around 
the platform, looked at/ the ligature, 
laid bare f* the moment, and then, 
shaking hands with the twins and look- 
ins all the time over the head of Bar- 
num, he headed the way for the door. 
Putting his hat on his head he threw 
back a thumb over his shoulder a.nd 
said: "Oh, I say, Mister Barnum, those 
are->-ali—are brothers, I presume?" 
"And what did you say, Mr. Bar- 
num'.'" 
"I didn't say a word. Why, I couldn't. 
I bent nearly to the floor, for I knew 
now that my fortune was made, but 
to reply to a question as deep as that? 
Why, ever. Solomon couldn't, or at least 
wouldn't, have ventured to prewme 
that these twins were brothers.' Tnen 
how could, I, tha prince of humbugs, ' 
answer?" 


And the double chin of the man who 
admitted that he owed his fortune to 
the present king of England was a lit- 
tle earthquake of laughter. 
Barnum 


used to tell this story of being struck 
dumb with embarrassment at hie first 
meeting with royalty as a good joke on 
himself; for he was a famous Im- 
promptu speaker and after-dinner ora- 
tor. He was always fond of telling how 
the prince came again and again; how 
he brought his children after that every 
time he had his big show, and spent 
hours In showing them the strange ani- 
mals of strangs Innds. 


•In fact, Barnum's admlr.itlpn for the 
royal family was rather overwarm for a 
loyal, cold-water Yankee. And no doubt 
the prince liked (he great showman, for 
we nil know how he gave his influence 
to help him get tho great big Jumbo 
over here, and It Is not unlikely that 
the prince would have preferred him 
over all the other Yankees at his coro- 
nation.

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THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY AND MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP 


OF PUBLIC UTILITIES. 


L 


AST, Sunday' morning the Gazette editorially contained the following statement: 


• "During the past 10 years the Democratic and Populist parties in Colorado have each year reiter- 


ated their demands for 'municipal, ownership of public utilities' and during that time there has 


• been but one legislature which they did not absolutely control by an overwhelming majority, yet no 


.constitutional amendment has ever been offered to tho people of Colorado making it possible for the 


. various Cities of the state to acquire government ownership of such utilities. 
' 
. "Those parties each year solemnly renewed their pledges to the people and each. year they Just as 


solemnly violated those pledges." 


5 Wednesday morning's Rocky Mountain News quotes the portion of the Gazette edltorialjrepublished above, 


and then says: 


•„-.-. 
"The Rush home rule amendment, which will be voted on this fall, does precisely that very thing. 


It. gives to every city in the state tho right to make its own charter and the power to purchase or con- 
•d?mn all public utilities or to build them, and to operate them or lease them or do whatsoever It will 
with them. The amendment proposes to equip every city in Colorado with absolute power to acquire 
ownership and control of such utilities." 
The Rush bill, referred to by the News, undertakes to add a new article, "Article XX, City and County of, 


Denver." to the constitution of the state, and that amendment will be voted on by the people of Colorado this fall. 


The entire amendment has eight very complete sections covering every conceivable form of a government 


for the "City and County of Denver." and in only one section, section 6. does the Rush bill refer to outside 
cities. 


'Section 6 oC the Rush bill provides as follows: 


, 
."Cities of the flrst and second class in this state are hereby empowered to propose for submission to 


a. vote of the qualified electors proposals for charter conventions and to hold the same, and to amend 
any such charter, with the same force and in the same manner and have the same power, as near as 
may be, as set out in section four (4) and five (5) hereof, with full power as to real and personal property 
and public utilities, works or ways, as set out in section one (1) of this amendment." 
It must be borne in mind that the legislature of 1901 was the last of four legislatures which the Democrats 


and Populists jointly controlled, and yet in every campaign since 1892 both of these parties have speclflcallr 
declared in their state and local platforms in favor of municipal ownership of public utilities. 


It now appeal's from the leading Democratic organ of the state that their method of fulfilling this promise 


was by section 0 of the Rush bill, not a word or sentence of which is germane to the title or subject matter of the 
constitutional amendment, and which is so Imperfect in construction, meaning and sense, that every court 
In the state would be bound to declare against any city outside of Denver that might undertake to acquire public 
utilities or to adopt a charter or to perform any other act under section 6. 


It would have been an easy matter for anyone of these Democratic-Populist legislatures to have' submitted 


a clear, clean-cut amendment to the constitution, remmring the limit of indebtedness of any city of the state for 
the purpose of acquiring or erecting light plants, tramway plants or other public utilities. 


The constitution already provides that there shall be no limit of indebtedness for the purpose of acquiring 


or erecting water plants or water works, and the same section of the constitution could have been amended by 
the insertion of a dozen words so as to have made it applicable to every public utility and to every city and town 
In the state without leaving the matter subject to uncertainty and attack in the courts. 
>• 


During the last 10 years there has never been a legislature when such an amendment has not been offered to 


the provision of the constitution vesting cities and towns with the power to acquire water works, whatever limit 
of indebtedness may be necessary, to also acquire other public utilities, whatever the Indebtedness may be, 


; 
and during the past 10 years there has not been a Democratic-Populist legislature which has not defeated the 
submission to a vote of the people such a constitutional amendment. 


So far as the Rush bill Is applicable to the city of Denver, it has many very wholesome provisions, but those 


.provisions cannot be made applicable by any established rule of construction to outside cities and towns under 
the loosely drawn provision of section 6 of such bill. 


Denver's experiences with Its water bonds, sold for the purpose of erecting a municipal water plant, should 


.have been a sufficient example to have warned the legislature against loosely drawn provisions of either statute 
laws or constitutional amendments, which undertake to djal with such large and important questions as the 
public ownership of the public utilities of cities and towns. 


Five years ago Denver voted $4,000,000 for the erection or purchase of a water system on the part of the 


city itself. . 
. 
. 
. 
. 


The constitution upon the question of indebtedness for water works is most clear and precise, and yet the 


courts invalidated the bond issue for that purpose, for the reason that the city council had not PRECISELY 
followed the provisions of the constitution in submitting the matter to a vote of the people. 


Thus It will be seen how perfectly absurd it would be for any city In the state outside of Denver to undertake 


to act under the maimed, disjointed, illogical and cleary illegal provisions of section 6 of the Rush bill. 
: Section 6 was undoubtedly inserted for the purpose of making the bill more acceptable to the state outside 


of the city of Denver, but absurdities never do any person, party or measure, the slightest good, and if the Rush 
bill carries at the coming election, It will be on account of its merits as applied to the city of Denver, and 
because the state desires the politics of Denver eliminated from the politics of the state. 


Whatever the merits of the Rush bill may be with reference to the government of the city of Denver, and it 


undoubtedly has much merit In that behalf, its advocates will only weaken its cause by undertaking to make 
the other cities and tftwns of the state believe that they can expect the slightest benefit from the provisions of 
the bill. 


The G.i^c: .!! lias no intention in this article of going into the merits of the Rush bill, the title of which clearly 


expresses its purpose, the "City and County of Denver." There will be time enough to discuss that measure in 
detail as applied to the "City and County of Denver" some time in the future. 


But tho fact remains, as the Gazette asserted on Sunday morning, that for 10 years past the Democratic and 


Populist parties have controlled every legislature except one by an overwhelming majority, and in each cam- 
paign ouo of the cardinal principles of their platforms has been the "municipal ownership of public utilities," 
p.ad the other i'act remains that no session of any of these legislatures have those parties submitted to a vote 
of the people of the state any constitutional amendment making it possible for the cities and towns of the state 
to acquire municipal ownership of public utilities. 


This kind of legislation can easily be enacted by an amendment to Section 8 of Article XI of the Constitu- 


tion, entitled "Public Indebtedness," and such an amendment, would apply to every city and town in the state, 
Denver included, and there is a serious question whether the -Rush bill legally amends this section of tho con- 
fctltutlon relating to "Public Indebtedness" even in so' far as it is applicable to Denver. 


It 1» quite certain it does not legally amend such section so far as outside cities and towns are concerned. 


THE CONStlf UtiONAL AMENDMENTS. 


T IS a singular fact that we often precipitate the very thing we have 


most earnestly sought to guard against. The original constitution of the 
state of Colorado ends with these words: 


"But tho general assembly shall have no power to propose amend- 


ments to more than one article of this constitution at the same session. 


The intention was to prevent hasty changes in the constitution, while 


making It possible to modify and adapt it as time passed by. But the limit 
was too narrow. When two or three members had amendments pending or 
almost equal importance, each one feeling that his was paramount, the re- 
sult was that no one would give way, and no amendment would be submitted.. 
In the course of- 25 years the old constitution was no longer adequate to 
the changed conditions, and to prevent the expense of a constitutional conven- 
tlon, and yet leave a little more leeway, what was known as the J^10* 
amendment was submitted to the people and adopted by them at the last 
general election. 
This amendment permits the amendment of six articles 


to the constitution, and therefore instead of permitting merely six amend- 
ments as some persons believe, it might be possible to submit twice or three 
times that number, so long as they all amended different sections « 
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creases the term of service of county commissioners to four years. thoir 


cast. 
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that number, so long as they all amended different sections of no 


mote than six articles. It seems probable, at this time, that this latitudeJB 
almost as much too wide as the one amendment was too narrow, and mucn 
fault was found with it at both the regular and special sessions, it being sam 
that if it Was almost impossible to get an Intelligent vote on one amendment 
it would be even more difficult to get it on half a dozen. In support of this 
pessimistic view the fact was pointed out that the Taylor amendment itself, 
which was generally approved of, received only about 12 per cent of the vote 


But this proves too much. It should be remembered in the flrst place, 


that there was no opposition to the Taylor amendment, and it involved nothing 
that left room for much discussion, for no legislature need feel called upon 
to submit the full quota of amendments, and it is entirely probable that this 
may not be done again. Again, it is entirely within the scope of the probable 
that the Taylor bill which was framed to obviate the constitutional conven- 
tion may result in su«h a convention being called Within the next decade by 
showing the number of shortcomings la the constitution, and by enough con- 
flicting legislation so thaUthe constitution will no longer be a coherent Whole. 


In any event, we might as well face tho fact that for several elections to 


come we shall be obliged to pay some attention to the amendments pending, 
and make educational campaigns for or against them. This may be some 
trouble, but as a result the people of the state will become better acquainted 
with both the organic and statutory law than ever before, and this is a very 
great gain.

T 


HE Republican party has a hold on the people of

to adjourn. It is doubtful if any other congress iu a time 
of peace has ever enacted more 
legislation in seven 


months time that will be so far reaching in its effects. 


Chief among the measures is the enactment of the 


Isthmian canal bill. It carries the largest appropriation 
ever made by congress outside of war appropriations. 
This canal has been a matter that has been before many 
congresses, and is a thing that the people have been de- 
manding tor a Quarter of a ccntorj. 


A measure of vast Importance to the west, and one 


that has long been agitated, in the establishing of an 
exteoilve nyetern by Which the government will aid in 
Irrigation of arid sections in the west. This in a meas- 
ure the end of which no living man is likely to see, al- 
though many will live to appreciate the great wisdom 
that dictated it. It means reclaiming to the uses of man 
a vast empire that will return a hundred fold of what 
It will ooBt.- 


Another measure of far reaching importance is the 


extension Of the charters of the national banks for twenty 
years. That the banking business is not entirely satisfac- 
tory 'almost everyone believes, but the national banks 
foMtt the best system the country has yet had, and It would 
have tieem very unbusinesslike and very democratic to 
haVe* disturbed them at this time.

When oue Is familiar with the workings of logisla: 


live bodies the surprise is that so much could have been 
accomplished in one session. There will be a short des-. 
sion this winter after the elections are over when many 
of the matters that failed will again be taken up. 


Tho Democrats are quite Welcome to any comfort 


they may get in the congressional campaign this fall, 
through criticism of the present congress. 


It is the purpose of the Gazette to put these amendments before its 


readers without partisan bias, setting forth as directly as possible what 
the amendment is expected to do, and possibly the advantages claimed for 
it and the faults found with it. 


As these amendments will be tho storm centers of this fall's campaign 


it Is necessary to know what they are, and It is well to look at them Impar- 
tially and without any of the feeling that is unfortunately a part of all po- 
litical activity. 
There is a disposition in some quarters to cavil at anything 


and everything done by the last legislature, and this spirit of opposition may 
lead some thoughtless persons to vote against measures they do not really 
oppose at heart, led away by the mistaken sneer, "Can any good come out 
of Nazareth?" Later on the Gazette will take sides on some of these questions. 
For the present it will be content to state the case. 


THE EIGHT-HOUR AMENDMENT. 


The Twelfth general assembly passed a bill providing for an eight- 


hour working day for certain classes of labor^ notably the smelter men. 
Shortly-after the adjournment of the legislature the men employed in the 
smelters asked that the eight-hour day be adopted as schedule time there- 
after. 
The employers refused, and the smelter strike, which is recent his- 


tory, ensued. 
The bill was taken into the courts and there declared uncon- 


stitutional. 


Believing that under the constitution no such law could be framed, Sen- 


ator Frank Moore of Fremont county introduced a constitutional amendment, 
making special provision by an added section to article five covering this 
point. The section is mandatory, and proposes that the legislature' shall 
enact a law regulating the working hours la certain cases, and provide pen- 
alties for violation of the act. The proposed section reads: 


"Section 25A. The general assembly shall provide by law, and shall 


prescribe suitable penalties for the violation thereof, for a period of em- 
ployment not to exceed,eight hours within any 24 hours (except in cases of 
emergency where life or property is in imminent danger), for persons em- 
ployed in underground, .njlfljes or other underground workings, blast furnaces, 
smelters, and any ore re&Uctlon works or other branch of industry or labor 
that the general assembly may consider injurious or dangerous to health, 
life or limb." 
,;, 


It should be remembered that it is hardly correct to speak of this amend- 


ment as "tho eight-hour law,'-' as is frequently done. It does not create a 
law, but merely make's such a law possible, and all the details of framing 
such a statute are left to the next or some ensuing legislature, if the Four- 
teenth should not succeed in passing such a bill. 


It is also important to take Into consideration the fact that such limita- 


tion of labor must apply only to occupations that are "injurious or dangerous 
to health, life or limb," and newspaper men and lawyers and doctors and 
housekeepers and seamstresses will be permitted to go right on working 20 
liours out of the 24 without let or hindrance. 


Utah has such a provision in her constitution, drawn as a result of hav- 


ing watched labor difficulties in this and other older mining states. 


THE AMENDMENT FOR FULL CITIZENSHIP. 


One of the six pending amendments to the constitution which is likely 


to be received with little opposition, especially from tho Republican party, 
was proposed by Senator Barela, and amends article VII, section one. At 
the present time this article and section read as follows: 


"Section 1. 
Every male person over the age of 21 years, possessing the 


following quallflcations, shall be entitled to vote at all elections: 


"First—He shall be a citizen of the United States, or, not being a cit- 


izen of the United States, he shall have declared his Intention, according to 
law, to become such citizen, not less than four months before he otters to

all, or voted for only one or two candidates. 


Another source of opposition to these amendments is from the llttiel 


chine politicians, who exist from one campaign to another on the plckf 
they are able to make while tho political pot boils. In it they sec, ill 
their actual finish, a curtailment of their sources of revenue, and a lon| 
year, which they must tide over. 


The friends of the measures point out the great saving to the 


these county elections costing us somewhere near a quarter of a millloJ 
lars every year, almost all of which can be saved by consolidating tho \ 
tions, while the saving to candidates will aggregate at least as much 
and business will be spared the dull season which always comes wld 
election. 


This seems to be the situation so far as these two amendments arc| 


cerned; to lose either would be equivalent to defeating both, since it \ 
leave us with the extra election still upon our hands.

"Section 1.

12 months immediately preceding the election at which he offers to vote, and 
in the county, city, town, Ward or precinct such time as may be prescribed by 
law."

In other words, all voters must be s fully naturalized citizens or born cit- 


izens of the United States before they are to be permitted to cast their ballots 
In this state. At the present time in this state, and In several of tho .states 
of the Union a man may land at Castle Garden the last of May, find his way 
to the state where he expects to remain over the next November, take out 
his flrst papers, a simple declaration of intention to become a citizen In July, 
and vote at the November election. Hundreds and thousands of foreigners 
never take out their full papers, because the first declaration admits them 
to the great privilege of citizenship, and they see no necessity of going to 
any further expense. 


There is, of course* a difference of Opinion as td restrictions on the bal- 


lot, some holding that It should be hedged about by all sorts of safeguards, 
while others argue that the greatest possible freedom of the franchise Is also 
a safeguard to the country, since the turbulent element among the foreigners 
finds a kind of safety-valve In the ballot box. Whatever one may believe as 
to this, it would seem as if the intention of this amendment was so plain 
that it could not be misconstrued. And yet, only a few days ago an agitator 
denounced this amendment as a conspiracy to disfranchise worklngmen. All 
that It does Is to require full citizenship of every voter. 


THE BIENNIAL ELECTION AMENDMENTS. 


Two Of the constitutional amendments pending should be considered 


together, for they have the same object in view, i. e., the consolidating of 
,.ho general and county elections, So that elections shall hereafter occur every 
pther year. In order to bring this about It will bo necessary to lengthen the 


farms of certain officers elected for ail odd number of years. Both bills were 
introduced by Senator Taylor. 


The flrst of these amendments amends sections 21 and 22 of article six 


of the constitution. The only change made ia increasing the length of the 
terms of office of thd district attorney and county judge from three to four 
years, afid th««fore it is tiot necessary to recite the sections in full.

geon in this city, took charge of them 
and was assisted in the operations

The doctor sprang from one injured 


person to another, and was a verita- 
ble messenger of mercy to those who 
were suffering. One of the train crew 
discovered another physician's satchel 
in the baggage car, it being consigned 
to a physician In Denver. He took the 
satchel to Dr. Packard", and as the key 
was attached the doctor opened it and 
replenished his stock of bandages. 
. Dr. Wills of Greeley got on the train 
at Green Mountain Falls, but did not 
have his case with him. He did what 
he could to assist the young physi 
clan, and the two doctors had all the 
injured cared- for aa far as possible 
under the circumstances before the 
special bearing the. other physicians 
arrived on the scone.. 


J. Shiray of Cripple Creek was a 


passenger on the train. He was in the 
smoking car, which was the first car 
of the train. He. describes his expe- 
rience as follows: 


' I was sitting in -the smoker not 


thinking of any accident or anything 
of that kind, when suddenly the car 
made a jerk and then we were going 
over. The Car turned over three times 
and we were all thrown about, and I 
expected to be killed every minute. 
The car stopped about 40 feet from 
the track and then I found that I was 
not badly hurt. I feel the effects of 
being bumped about." 


L. E. McGarry of Goldfield was also 


in the smoker. He tells the following 
story: 


"I had just bought a copy of the 


Gazette and had started to read it. 
When the first jar- came I noticed it 
slightly, but was too much engrossed 
in my-reading to realize it. As soon as 
the next jolt came I knew there was 
something wrong and I jumped out 
into the aisle and caught hold of a 
seat. Then .we started to go over, and 
we were all piled up. When the car 
stopped rolling there were two or 
three on top of me and I was on top 
of some others. 
I crawled out of a win- 


dow and found that I was bleeding 
badly.

along,, and fixed me ...up. I considered 
myself lucky, as practically I was 
thrown out of a window into the arms 
of a doctor."

Washington, July;.!.—The weather 


bureau's weekly summary of crop con- 
ditions says: 


The northern portions of the coun- 


try east of the Rocky mountains have 
experienced another decidedly 
cool 


week, with generally abundant rain- 
fall. In the southern states the week 
averaged warm, with phenomenally 
heavy rains, where they were great 
ly needed over a largo part of Texas 
and portions of northern Louisiana 
and southern Arkansas. 
Drouth con- 


ditions are beginning to be quite ser- 
iously felt in the east Gulf states. On 
the Pacific coast the week was too 
cool for favorable growth in Wash- 
ington and Oregon, but satisfactory 
conditions prevailed 
in 
California, 


where all crops are maturing rapidly 
and harvest is in general progress. 


The continued low 
temperatures 


throughout the corn belt have check- 
ed the growth of corn and heavy rains 
interrupted 
cultivation 
over 
large 


areas, those unfavorable effects being 
more general over the northern por- 
toin of the winter wheat belt the bulk 
where warm sunshine and dry weath- 
er are greatly needed, especially in 
the lake region and upper Mississippi 
valley. The crop is in excellent con- 
dition in Kansas. Missouri. Kentucky, 
Tennessee and South Atlantic states, 
and while recent rains have greatly 
benefited late corn in the west gulf 
districts, the early planted is a very 
poor crop. Over the southwestern por- 
tion of the winter wheat belt the bulk 
of the winter wheat crop has been 
cut. but harvesting has been much de- 
layed over the northern portion of 
the western districts and generally 
throughout the eastern portion.

portions of the central and upper Ohio 
valley the crops sustained damage!
